Pension Commissioner Evans appeared 
before the committee today and strongly 
urged the adoption of such an amendment. 
The commissioner also spoke of the advisa- 
bility of reforms in the maters of arrears in 
widows’ pensions and arrears in the pensions 
of minors. He cited the case of a soldier’s 
widow who never applied for a pension until 
her remarriage six years after the soldier’s 
death. Under the law she would be entitled 
to $8,900 arrearage. Commissioner Evans 
also told of instances of grown men and 
women who applied for pensions they had 
been entitled to ag minors but had never 
eollected. 

There was considerable opposition to the 
adoption of the amendment agalust pen- 
sioning women who hereafter marry old 
soldiers, but there were enough meinbers in 
favor of it to attach it to the Lili. Con- 
greesman Sulloway announced that he would 
fight it, declaring that the woman who tcok 
care of an old soldier in his last days was 
entitled to a pension.

A nice point has also been raised as to 
whether annexation can be accomplished in 
this way. It is pointed out that the Ha 
wallan Congress ratified a treaty, and it is 
asserted that if the Congress of the United 
States igrores the treaty and responds with 
a joint resolution, which ls a statutory act, 
there will be no common ground between the 
two countries, and further action by the Ha- 
wallan Congress will be necessary. 

Some of the best lawyers in the Senate 
take the ground that the statutory power of 
Congress cannot extend beyond the ter- 
ritorial limits of the United States, and that 
nothing but a treaty will affect relations 
with foreign nations. Speaker Reed, it is 
well known, is not directly favorable to 
Hawaiian annexation. His consent will be 
necessary to secure consideration in the 
House, and if the constitutional question is 
raised he may decide that the matter is not 
one within the province of the House. In 
fact it is strongly hinted that this is his 
position and that of many of the leaders in 
the House. They say a proposition which 
cannot command the constitutional vote in 
the Senate cannot possibly be effected by 


the indirect method of Congressional! legis- 


lation. 

Pending a settlement of these vexed ques- 
tions and the discovery of the President’s 
views the Hawaiian treaty will be allowed 
.to slumber. It is certain that the islands 
will not be annexed for many a month to 
come, as the opposition in the Senate is so 
strong that a vote is well nigh impossible. 

Several alleged polls of the Senate have 
been made. Few are anywhere near correct. 
There is opposition to the treaty among 
Senators from States in the Mississippi Val- 
ley who are put down as being favorable, 
but who have Informed the committee con- 
fidentially that they will vote against the 
treaty. This new opposition comes from the 
beet sugar States west, of the Mississippi. 
A member of the committee said tonight 
the treaty as it now stands was not certain 
of a majority and might not get much over 
forty votes.

The largest life insurance policy ever 
issued has been written in this city, calling 
for $1,000,000 insur- 
ance upon the life of 
George W. Vander- 
bilt, who sailed for 
Europe today. The 
policy was what is 
known as a twenty-payment life con- 

and provides for a premium 

$35,000 a year. After Mr. Van- 

derbilt has paid that sum yearly for 

twenty years the payments cease, and the 
principal becomes due at his death. 

The next largest policy ever written is said 
to have been for £100,000 ($500,000), entered 
into by an English company, which rein- 
sured much of the risk in other concerns. 
The largest transaction of an American com- 
pany, it is said, took place a few years ago, 
when $500,000 of insurance was issued upon 
the lives of five members of the same family. 
Once or twice, it is said, policfes of $350,000 
have been issued, and have attracted consid- 
erable attention in insurance circles. Some 
of the companies have a rule not to write 
more than $200,000 upon the Nfe of one in- 
dividual, however good the risk may be. 
Others. are sometimes willing to take 
$250,000, but generally reinsure a large por- 
tion of it immediately. 

It is only within a comparatively few 
years that anything like such sums have 
been written. 
pagies never issued more than $10,000 upon 
ong life, and when they consented to write 
as high as $20,000 upon single risks it was 
considered remarkable. 

George W. Vanderbilt is the youngest of 
William H.’s sons. He is one of the unfor- 
tunate Vanderbilt children who got only 
$10,000,000 from William H. Vanderbilt's 
will. On the journey he began today he will 
visit India, hunting for big game in the in- 
terior, and afterwards he will go to Japan. 
On his travels he will collect old books and 
curious costumes. Old books and costumes 
interest him immensely.

In this chain of 
roads are the New York Central, Lake Shore, 
Chicago and Northwestern, and Union Pa- 
cific. Only the Central Pacific is lacking to 
make the line complete. Tits road is in de- 
fault to the government, and will probably be 
foreclosed and sold, as the Union Pacific has 
just been sold. Here again the English stock 
and bond holders had a strong weight of in- 
fluence, and Mr. Morgan’s long stay in Lon- 
don is reported in some quarters tu have a 
bearing on this matter also.

BANON CYCLERAGE 


South Park Board to Grant 
N 0 More Permits. 


NEXT YEAR’S THE LAST.

HOPE IN THE NORTH SIDE. 


After next Fourth of July there will be no 
more cycle road races in the South Side 
boulevards. 

This ukase was issued yesterday by the 
Sonth Park board, which classified the 
speedy spinning of the wheel for prizes with 
horse racing, and stamped it as a thing not 
to be tolerated in the crowded thoroughfares 
of that part of the city controlled by the 
commissioners. 

Even the glorious anniversary of inde- 
pendence in 1898 would come and go without 
even one run to Pullman if an enterprising 
club had not made 2 quick move and secured 
a permit before the decision to forbid cycle 
rueing was made. 

The West Park board already has drawn 
a close rein on the sport by limiting it to one 
race each year on Memorial day. 

On the North Side alone is a ray of hope 
for the waeelmen, if Commissioner May of 
the Lincoln Park board and his fellow: cffi- 
clals think alike. He is in favor of letting 
the cyclists race all they want to on the 
North Side roads. . 0 


Board Refuses a Permit. 

The action taken by the South Park board 
was caused by a letter from J. C. Hally of 
the Cook County Cycling association, who 
applied for a permit to hold a road race aver 
the Pullman course on Memorial day. For 
some time the commissioners had been 
awaiting the opportunity which this com- 
munication afforded them. Recently they 
had unwillingly granted to the South Side 
Cycling club a permit for a race on the 
Fourth of July. They are-sorry they did it 
and decided the permit would be the last 
issued. 

When Mr. Hally’s application was submitted 
to the board it met with an emphatic denial. 
President Ellsworth was the first to declare 
himself and he gave it as his opinion that 
road racing was about on a par with horse 
racing. The latter sport, he said, had never 
been permitted on a public highway, and he 
saw no reason why bicycle racing should, as 
he thought one was about as dangerous as 
the other. 

“The board does not purpose to allow 
more than one road race this year,“ said 
President Ellsworth after the matter had 
been disposed of. Road racing is a dan- 
gerous sport in every respect. These bi- 
cyclists gather at Jackson boulevard and 
Michigan. avenue and then start south at 
breakneck speed.

Will Seek Some Other Course. 


The other members of the board heartily 
agreed with Mr. Ellsworth in his opinion of 
road racing. 

President Hally probably will endeavor to 
arrange for pulling off the race on some 
other course. 

Heretofore the board has granted permits 
to nearly every club that applied for one, re- 
gardless of the importance of the event or the 
occasion upon which it was given. Its rolicy 
was te treat all clubs alike, for it said inas- 
much as a permit was' granted one club the 
commissioners were by justice bound to 
grant permits to all. 

During the last year there has been a 
struggle between the South Side Cycling 
club and other organizations to win the 
favor of the Park board. On numerous oc- 
casions the commissioners have been ac- 
cused of favoritism in behalf of the South 
Side club, and on this account, together 
with their declared aversion to street racing 
they have decided to allow no such events 
on the park system. 

This pronunciamento will affect not only 
the Pullman course, but all South Side 
boulevard and is a death blow to road 
racing in that section of the city. Garfield 
boulevard, one of the favorite courses for 
minor clubs, will likewise be cut off for 
road racers. 


Mr. May’s Opinion. 


H. N. May of the Lincoln Park board said: 

“The conditions on the South Side are 
different from those on the North Side. The 
South Town boulevards and parks are con- 
gested with vehicles and pedestrians, and 
there is no doubt road races are dangerous 
when run over Michigan, Drexel, and Grand 
boulevards. The Sheridan ve, however, 
is not so crowded and can be easily guarded 
by a small police force, making accidents 
all but impossible. We have frequently had 
our attention called to the dangers and of- 
fenses of bicycle racing and have had many 
discussions on the subject. However, we 
are all agreed that bicycle racing under 
proper restrictions and conducted on an hon- 
est, respectable basis is not objectionable, 
and permits will be issued for the coming 
season as usual. 


West Park Draws a Line. 

“The West Park Commissioners long ago 
saw the dangers and objections to road races 
and put a ban on the practice,“ said F. M. 
Blount of the West Park board. We al- 
lowed only one road race last season, the 
Memorial day race, and will continue to 
limit road races to that day. The park com- 
missioners have no right to grant permits 
for racing on the public thoroughfares, and 
I believe that it would be almost criminal to 
encourage or permit indiscriminate racing 
along the streets and parks where women 
ond children and vehicles cannot be afforded 
protection from injury. We have spent 
$30,000 in encouraging bicycle racing in its 
proper place, but the public thoroughfares 
are not the proper place.”

American Influenees Suffer Owing to 
the Inflamed Condition of the Peo- 
ple, Who Blame the United States 
for Lack of Moral Support That 
Would Have Enabled Them to Re- 
sist Germany's Demands—Warship 
Is Needed, but Is Not Available.

Port au Prince, Hayti, Dec. 8.—[Copyright, 
1897, by W. R. Hearst. The situation here 
has become most critical.. The people, ex- 
cited by the government’s weakness in yield- 
ing to the demands of Germany, are on the 
verge of revolution. 

Above all the Haytians are disappointed at 
the lack of interest shown by the United 
States, and American influence suffers great- 
ly thereby. An overthrow of the govern- 
ment was attempted last night. The mob 
was promptly met by the troops, and a sharp 
fusillade of shots was exchanged. No one 
was hurt, however, and the mob was dis- 
persed. 7 i ö 

Another outbreak is expected tonight. All 
the national guard is under arms and covery 
street is carefully patrolled. 

The editor of L’Imparcial was arrested this 
morning on a charge of inciting the people 
to rebellion. He was at once taken aboard 
a Haytian war vessel, where he is still con- 
fined. A demonstration in his behalf was 
made by his followers, but the troops quickly 
restored order. All foreigners in this city 
are uneasy. A general conflagration is 
looked for gt any moment. It is particularly 
unfortunate that at this time there should 
be no American ship in the harbor to protect 
the interests of citizens of the United States. 


President Sam's Proclamation.

Port Au Prince, Dec. 8.—Count Schwerin, 
the German Chargé d’ Affaires, was received 
by the President this afternoon.

Work of Assessors to | Be Under 
Board of Review. 


OPPOSITION IS PROMISED, 


No Power to Change the Method of 


Collection. 


OTHER BILLS ARE BEING FRAMED. 


‘SPRINGFIELD BUREAU- CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Springfield, III., Dec. 8. 

The revenue bill drawn up in Chicago by 
John P. Wilson and John S. Miller made its 
appearance in both House and Senate this 
morning. It was introduced in the House by 
Representative Rowe and in the Senate by 

Senator Dunlap and was promptly sent to 
committee in both bodies. 2 
This bill is liable to meet with some oppo- 
> gition in committee and afterward in de- 
bate. The chances are it will be materially 
changed before it can be passed. The great- 
est objection heard today was against the 
substitution of a Board of Assessors for the 
single Assessor. It is quite likely this feat- 
ure will be knocked out. Then, also, the 
proposition for the abolishment of the Town 
Collector will be wiped out. It is held on all 
sides here that no change in the manner of 
collection can be had under the call. 

The feature of the publicity of assessments 
will not be interfered with, but there is some 
opposition to the manner of constituting ihe 
Board of Reviéw. Itis claimed the City Con- 
troller should have no place on the board, 
the argument being that it is calculated to 
put more power still in the hands of the 
Mayor of Chicago by giving one of his ap- 
pointees such a position. 

Altogether there is every wrospect of 
numerous amendments being offered and the 
widest latitude of debate being had before 
this bill or any other :evenue measure be- 
comes a law. There is gossip about other 
revenue bills being introduced, and if the 
promise of their introduction is made good 
an attempt will be made to revise the whole 
revenue law of the State before the Legis- 
lature gets through. It is practically all the 
members have to do here at this session, 

‘and they seem inclined to make the most 
of it. 

Chairman Selby of the Revenue commit- 
tee of the House came out today in a state- 
ment in which he said the argument printed 
in Tun TRIBUNE last Tuesday to the effect 


that the call allowed any amendment to the. 


present revenue law except the method of 
collecting, the taxes was in his opinion cor- 
rect, and this encouraged a great many 
members who have revenue bills they would 
like to introduce, or amendments they are 
anxious to have made to the existing law.

BOSSES HAVING TROUBLE. 


Anti-Machine Members Are Talk- 
ing Plainly. 


(HERTZ HAS A NEW SCHEME. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Springfield, III., Dec. 8. 


~ Ex-Superintendent of Police Ross, ex-In- 
spector of Police Fitzpatrick, and ex-Cap- 
tain of Police Baer came to town this morn- 
ing. Their mission to Springfield is to urge 
the passage of the metropolitan police bill, 
whereby they and a number of other ex-po- 
licemen recently discharged by the Harri- 
son administration hope to get back on the 
police force. 

The bill which they propose to introduce 
has not yet been prepared, and will not be 
ready until Friday. Its main features, how- 
ever, are as follows: A Board of Police Com- 
missioners, to have charge of the police 
force of Chicago, appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, each member to serve for a term of 
six years; the taking of the force from the 
control of the Civil Service commission and 
the substitution of a civil service law which 
is outlined in the bill in place of the one now 
governing the Chicago force; provision for 
an ‘appeal by any policeman who considers 
himself aggrieved by the actior of the com- 
mission to a Judge of the Circuit Court of 
Cook County, who shall sit for that purpose. 


Revolt Against the Measure. 

The bill is being drawn by E. R. Bliss of 
Chicago, attorney. for Sheriff Pease. When 
the ex-policemen above referred, to, who 
are pressing the fortunes of the bill, arrived 
in Springfield this morning they found the 
Republican members of the Legislature were 
not nearly as unanimous in its favor as 
they had hoped to find them. In fact, there 
was a good sized revolt against the measure, 
Quite a number of the anti-machine mem- 
ber® of the House, such as Shanahan, 
Rowe, Merriam, and others, were not in- 
clined to look at it with favor. They have 
as yet taken no decided stand in opposing it 
and were more or less on the fence, but 
at the same time there was nothing like 
a certainty that their votes could be secured 
for it. They found also that the friends of 
Martin B. Madden, of whom there are about 
eight among the country members, were 
disposed to regard the bill with extremcly 
hostile eyes, and Senator Munroe of Joliet, 
who is Mr. Madden's close friend, is its out- 
spoken apponent. 

Altgeld Men for the Bill. 

In view of this state of facts they pro- 
ceeded to look for recruits in the Demo- 
cratic camp, and there they made trouble 
at once. In spite of ex-Governor Altgeild's 
formal repudiation of the bill as an iniqui- 
tous and altogether unnecessary measure, it 
is a noticeable fact that every friend of 
Altgeld in the Legislature on the Demo- 
cratic side has a kind word to say for it. 

The argument made to other Democratic 
members, especially those from Chicago, was 
that the bil, if passed, would be a distinct 
repudiation of existing civil service law. 
Here they found sympathizers at once. 
There are a number of Democrats here who 
favor anything which looks like a blow to 
the civil service law and who personally 
would like to take a fall out of Superintend- 
ent of Police Kipley, who has not been able 
to put as many men on the force for them 
as they think are due their position and4n- 
fluence. Among these rebellious spirits are 
Senators O’Brien and Curley and Repre- 
sentative’ Mitchell. They have been around 
today doing a good deal of talking about how 
the police commission bill would be a good 
thing and privately remarking they, would 
be glad to go into any scheme which would 
have the effect of curtailing the power of 
the present Civil Bervice commission in 
Chicago. 


Clark Is Tanner’s Choice. 


As an evidence of good faith in this direc- 
tion Alex. Ross announced this evening that 
Governor Tanner had said that if the com- 
mission were authorized he would appoint 
John M. Clark of Chicago as its head. Inas- 
much as Mr. Clark was deposed from the 
old Civil Service commission by Mayor Har- 
rison in order to make room for Adolph 
Kraus the argument was used that his ap- 
pointment would not only insure a man of 
high standing personally for the head of 
the commission, but it would bode ill for the 
future of the Star league Democrats who 
have been appointed to the police force 
since Mr. Kraus has been at the head of the 
present Civil Service commission. In other 
words, the hope is to oust the policemen ap- 
pointed under the Harrison administration 
and put back those who were left when 
Mayor Swift went out of office. 

This rebellious spirit shown by the Demo- 
cratic members gave Secretary Bentley of 
the Democratic State committee a good deal 
of trouble today, and the committee will be 
called together here next Monday for the 
purpose of impressing upon the minds of all 
Democratic members the necessity of their 
standing together in opposition to this meas- 
ure. It is believed, however, the rebellion 
of O’Brien, Curley, and others will not 
amount to anything, as Mayor Harrison can 
easily whip them into line or else induce 
them to change their attitude with the prom- 
ise.of a little more patronage. That is prac- 
tically what they are holding out for, any- 
how. As for the Altgeld followers, they 
will probably prove amenable to the argu 
ment of the State committee. . 


Hertz Has Another Scheme. 

State Treasurer Hertz made trouble for 
the advocates of the police bill by declaring 
himself as-being in favor of a totally differ- 
ent measure. 

I am in favor,“ said Mr. Hertz, “ of a po- 
lice commission bill, but of a different kind 
of a bill th they are now talking about. 
I want a bi-partisan commission of two Re- 
publicans and two Democrats, who shall be 
appointed by the Circuit Judges of Cook 
County, as the South Park Commissioners 
are, and not by the Governor.” 

This declaration caused trouble at once. 
It is not the kind of a bill that Alex. Ross 
and other ex-policemen want at all and they 
had no hesitancy in saying so. 

“What we want,“ said Ross, is a com- 
mission appointed by the Governor and com- 
posed of three members. A bi-partisan com- 
mission would be in a fight all the time and 
would never agree on anything. Our bill 
will be patterned after the Massachusetts 
law, which has stood the test of the Supreme 
Courts of that State.“ 


WARNS MAYOR TO “ DO BUSINESS ” IN 
FIGHT ON POLICE BILL. 


Comes from Springfield to Assure Lo- 
eal Democratic Leaders That, Un- 
less They Get Reffactory Members 
in Line, Nothing Can Be Done to 
Stop the Measure—City Gerryman- 
der Situation — Many Bilvecoats 


Mayor Harrison and the Democratic ma- 
chine bosses are having trouble in organ- 
izing an effective campaign against the 
metropolitan police bill. Isaac B. Craig, 
party leader in the Illinois House of Rep- 

_ resentatives, arrived here from Springfield 
sterday, bringing to the Mayor the dis- 
uraging news that some of the Cook Coun- 

ty members besides Senator Mahoney favor 
Governor Tanner’s scheme to put the Police 
department under control of a board. 

Mr. Craig and the Mayor maintained great 
secrecy regarding the object of the former’s 
visit, but it leaked out that he came to assure 
the local leaders that unless they do busi- 
ness quickly with their members nothing 
can be done to stop the bili going through. 
It was rumored that Jacob S. Edelstein and 
one or two other Representatives have taken 
a stand with Senator Mahoney and refuse 
to be whipped into line by the eaucus. 


As to City Gerrymander. 


On top of these developments came strong 
evidence that the movement to reapportion 
the city wards: has about reached the end of 
its career. A canvass among the Aldermen 
revealed that the promoters will have much 
difficulty mustering enough votes to pass it. 
There are thirty-three straight Democrats 
in the Council and nine Independents, of 
whom four are counted as of the Demo- 
cratie faith. But not more than one of them, 
Alderman Gazzolo, it is asserted, can be de- 
pended upon to support a gerrymander. At 
least five of the straights are repor led as 
having said they do not want the city redis- 
tricted. They are Aldermen Meek, Biewer, 
Francis, Mowrer, and Wiora. This would 
‘leave only twenty-nine or thirty sure votes. 
Not to exceed twenty-eight have been 
pledged to back the Mayor and his com- 
mittee. Thirty-five will be required. The 
Republican Aldermen say thy will have no 
difficulty in defeating the ordinance.

Civil Service and Police. 


Whether the proposed enactment at 
Springfield of a metropolitan police bill had 
anything to do with hurrying the matter 
along or not, Maycr Harrison is now deter- 
mined every policemen on the force, offi- 
cers as well as patrolmen, shall be put under 
civil service rules at once. Blanks on which 
to make application for the necessary exam- 
ination were distributed among the men in 
the morning and Dec. 18 was designated as 
the limit of time when they must all be on

During the day 850 policemen marched up 
to the Civil Service commission’s rooms and 
handed in their applications. Out of this 
number eighty fafied to get their names on 
the list because they could not produce evi- 
dence of citizenship.

REFORM BILL 18 FRAMED.. 


| SAFEGUARDS DESIGNED FOR ALL 
PRIMARY ELECTIONS. . 


Measure Is the Joint Work of G. Fred 
Rush for the Civie Federation and 
Roy 0. West for the Republican Or- 


ganisation—It Is Approved by the 
Committee and Will Be Presented 


in the Legislature by Senator 
. Crawford. 


The new primary election bill to be pre- 
sented to the Legislature by the Civic fed- 
eration 9 approved yesterday and will 
be introduced by Senator Crawford. The bill 
is the joint work of G. Fred Rush for the 
@ivic federation and Roy O. West for the 
Republican organization. It is a modified 
form of the bill introduced last year by Sen- 
ator Crawford, but amended so. as not to 
meet the fate of the first one. The trouble 
with the old bill, which caused some of the 
Republicans to hold it up in the House, was 
because the provision prescribing the man- 
ner of selecting the officers to conduct the 
primaries was not satisfactory. 

The new bill in effect gives the party or- 
ganization the absolute right to name at 


clerks. The judges and clerks are to be 
nominated by the party organization and 
appointed by the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners from the regular election officers 
representing the party holding the election. 

Another disputed point was the number of 
party voters in a district. The representa- 
tives of the Republican party wanted 1,600, 
but the federation committee stood out for 
1,200, and finally carried their point. The 
test of patty shall be that the voter sup- 
ported the party ticket at the last general 
election, or, being a first voter, that he will 
vote the party ticket. 


What the Bill Provides. < 


The bill provides that all primary elections 
shall be held under the control of the Coun- 
ty Court and Election Commissioners. The 
primary election law may be adopted by 
counties, cities, and incorporated towns, but 
it will at once become operative in cities 
over 100,000—namely: Chicago. The pres- 
ent Crawford law is adopted by popum? 
vote and is in force only in Chicago and East 
St. Louis. If adopted the new laW displaces 
the old only in Chicago and in such places 


The people have their choice outside of Cook 
County whether they will adopt the Craw- 
ford law or the new law. 

The new measure provides for two pri- 
maries each year for each party. These 
primaries must be held not less than forty 
nor more than ninety days before elections. 
The law affects Aldermanic, town, and city 
conventions, and conventions in any subdi- 
visions of the city or county in which it 18 
effective, as for instance a Senatorial) die- 
trict. But a convention for a Corngressionul 
district extending outside the :boundaries 
of the district in which the law is in force 
is, not affected. The same is true of Stata 
conventions. ' 


How to Get on the Ballot. 


The law is made mandatory by providing 
that a ticket shall not be printed on the 
official ballot unless nominated under the 
provisions of the law in the manner de- 
scribed. Of course parties not holding their 
primaries under the primary election law 
can still secure a place on the ballot by 
petition. The new bill provides that pri- 
mary elections shall be held between 1 and 
7 o'clock p. m. A primary election district 
shall consist of not less than two nor more 
than seven precincts. In each district there 
shall not be more than 1,200 voters in each 
party. Further safeguards are provided in 
requiring the precincts in each district to 
be contiguous and the primaries to be held 
af regular polling places. The judges and 
clerks are to receive $3 a day, to be paid by

MEETING OF DIET POSTPONED. 


Such Action Is Taken Owing to Fears 
for the Safety of the German 
Members. 


Vienna, Dec. 8.—It Is expected Emperor 
Francis Joseph will shortly issue deerees 
prolonging for a year the status quo be- 
tween Austria and Hungary regarding the 
sharing of imper:al expenditure, budgetary, 
and other essential matters. The govern- 
ment is continuing the negotiations for a 
settlement of the language question. Owing 
to fears for the safety of the German mem- 
bers the meeting of the Bohemian diet was 
postponed. 

If the Emperor issues the decrees referred 
to it will be due solely to the hopelessness 
of all attempts at present to reconcile the 
hostile parties in the Reichsrath. Baron 
Gautsch, the Premier, when notifying the 
German leaders as to the situation today, 
declared the government had determined to 
obtain an imperial ordinance in order to 
secure a prolongation of the compromise. 
He expressed the hope that, in a few weeks’ 
time, when party spirit had calmed, it might 
yet be possible to effect an adjustment be- 
tween the conflicting factions. 

It is not likely the Reichsrath will reas- 
semble for at least three months. 


KING FLEES TO THE WOODS. 


French Troops Occupy the Capital of 
Borgu, but the Territory Is Claimed 
by Great Britain. 


Lagos, West Coast of Africa, Dec. 8.— 
Additional advices just received from the 
interior say that French troops had five 
engagements with the natives before effect- 
ively occupying Nikki, the capital of Borgu. 
The King of that country fied to the bush. 

Both France and Great Britain claim that 
the Borgu territory is within the sphere 
of their influence. Great Britain claims the 
whole country of Borgu under the Anglo- 
French convention of 1890. Captain Lugard, 
for Great Britain, outdistanced Commander 
Decoeur in making a treaty with the King 
of Borgu, but the French hold such a treaty 
is null and void from the fact that France 
has effectively occupied Dahomey, and is 
therefore entitled to its Hinterland, in ac- 
cordance with the spirit and letter of the 
treaty of Berlin. 

London, Dec. 8.—The St. James Gazette 
announces authoritatively that the British 
government does not expect trouble with 
France regarding the Upper Nile regions, 
2 having agreed to accept the situa- 
ion.

Subsidy for Steamship Speed. 

Havre, Dec. 8.—The bill for the renewal of 
the annual subsidy of £200,000 for the Com- 
pagnie Generale Transatlantique for the 
American mail service, which expires in 
1901, stipulates that three new steamers are 
to be commenced in France immediately, 
and to Be capable of making twenty-two 
knots. If the speed is below 21.25 they may 
be refused, and if between 21.25 and 22 they 
may be penalized for every one-tenth knot, 
while premiums which reach £72,000 will be 
granted for the speed above contract. 


Murdered in His Camp. 

Victoria, B. C., Dec. 8.—The body of Ernst 
Hawthorne, who disappeared from the Sil- 
ver Stream district, near Wellington, New 
Zealand, recently, has been found. It had 
been pressed into a hastily dug grave on the 
spot where Hawthorne and a man named 
Stanhope had established a camp. That 
Hawthorne was murdered is beyond doubt. 


COTTON MILLS REDUCE WAGES. 


Low Price of Print Cloth Leads Fall 
River Factory Owners to Cut 
Down Expenses. 


Fall River, Mass., Dec. 8.—At a general 
meeting of the Cotton Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation today it was voted unanimously 
to reduce all wages in the mills of the city, 
the amount and time of the reduction being 
left to a committee which for some time has 
had charge of the matter. It is understood 
that the cut will not be less than 10 percent 
and that it will go into effect on Jan. 1. The 
cut will affect 28,000 operatives who are paid 
an aggregate weekly wage of $180,000. 

For some months the Executive committee 

of the association has been investigating the 
situation in this city. The price of print 
cloths for a long time has been the lowest 
in the history of the trade, while the demand 
has been only fair. Under these conditions 
the mills have been selling at a loss and the 
stock of goods has been increasing. 
The attitude of the employés on the matter 
can hardly be stated until they have had a 
chance to talk it over, and none of the labor 
leaders will say much about the subject until 
meetings have been held. The feeling is 
prevalent that before the matter is settled 
there will be a strike, but how large.a pro- 
portion of the operatives will take part it is 
impossible to say. Every effort, however, 
will be made to avert such action. 

The Carders’ association tonight deferred 
action on the cut until a special general 
meeting is held after the Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation announces the change in schedules. 
The carders do not think a reduction war- 
ranted. The Spinners’ union referred the 
matter to the Executive board with power to 
act. The spinners do not think a cut will re- 
lieve an overstocked market, but if the man- 
ufacturers can prove that it will, they will 
accept. Prominent members tonight pre- 
dicted a strike which will be a bitter fight.

Spanish Government Urged to 
Prepare for War. 


THREAT IN THE MESSAGE. 


MeKinley’s Language Makes 
Madrid Papers Squirm. 


MERELY GIVEN A RESPITE.

Madrid, Dec. 8.—[{Cupyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst. ]—El Imparcial publishes a strong 
editorial criticising VPresident McKinley’s 
message. It says: 

'** McKinley speaks or the devastations by 
the Spanish troops in Cuba. He seems to 
forget that the insurgents have not precisely 
been busy with planting sugar cane and 
other agricultural occupations during the 
war. On the contrary, they were lately 
become very devoted to the task of binding 
Spaniards to trees and burning them alive. 
Of filibustering expeditions McKinley speaks 
cynically enough to anger any man who has 
a proper sense of justice. McKinley declares 
finally that if the wapis not soon ended the 
United States will interfere. Such a declara- 
tion will act as a warning to Cuban rebels 
to the effect that if they manage to main- 
tain the war long enough they may be sure 
of intervention in their favor. Anyhow, 
these proud merchants who are called Lan- 
kees’ and like to call themselves modern 
Romans, though they have many Taylors 
and one McKinley, but no Cesar, acknowl- 
edge that by the grant of the retorms to 
Cuba we are entitled to a reprieve in the 
matter of intervention 

„Because we have done something nice al- 
ready by granting those reforms, we have 
proved that we don’t want to fight for ma- 
terial or commercial interests in Cuba, but 
for the highest things, such as are the name 
and banner of Spain. Our position, 
therefore, is now such as will conquer the 
sympathy of all civilized nations. Of the 
reprieve given to us we must, however, 
profit, to quickly increase our navy in a 
manner to make it formidable. Two hun- 
dred millions more are nothing -compared 
with what we are spending in the Cuban war, 
but two hundred millions spent in buying 
four or five ironclads of the same type as 
the Majestic would make our navy powerful 
enough to allow Spain to prove, in case ofa 
conflict, that our country cannot be trifled 
with. We must prepare ourselves seriously, 
because McKinley announces that if the war 
is prolonged the United States will inter- 
vene by force.“ 

El Heraldo and El Nacional publish ar- 
ticles to the same tenor. Other papers show 
some distrust of the future, but point to the 
fact that McKinley’s message delays: the 
chances of a conflict with the United States. 


MADRID PAPERS DISPLEASED. 


Their Comments on the President’s 
Message Not in Line with Sa- 
gasta’s Expressions. 


Madrid, Dec. 8.—The Imparcial, comment- 
ing on President McKinley’s message, says: 
“It shows a certain cleverness and evil 
intention when it refers to fllibustering ex- 
peditions. McKinley speaks with what ap- 
pears to be excessive cynicism to those who 
have not lost all notion of justice. This 
government must show the Yankces that 
the Spanish flag floats over Cuba and that 
they have yet to tear it down.“ In conclu- 
sion the Imparcial remarks: The manu- 
facture and sale of arms is not the same 
thing as using them.“ 

El Liberal, also commenting on the Presi- 
dent’s message, says: It is more favorable 
to Spain than President Cleveland’s, because 
it recognizes Spain’s intention to enthus!i- 
astically labor to reéstablish peace in Cuba.“ 

The ministerial El Globo praised President 
McKinley’s message. The Socialist Repub- 
lican, El Pais, asserts that the message is 
“shameful,” as it “implied the moral 
bankruptcy of the monarchy.”’ 

The Republican Progresso takes the 
ground that the message is a great humil- 
lation.“ 

La Correspondencia de Espana, the of- 
ficial organ, says that after reflection Span- 
ish opinion on President McKinley’s mess- 
age to Congress is less optimistic than at 
first. It proceeds to impugn the sincerity of 
the President’s protestation of friendship 
for Spain and of respect for international 
obligation, but it admits that the message 
was addressed to Congress principally, and 
in language which, though not intended to 
please Spain, will annoy jingoes and fili- 
busters.”’ 

Tomorrow the Carlist Deputies will meet 
to discuss President McKinley’s message to 
Congress. It is said they intend to provoke 
popular manifestations against the message. 

According to a dispatch from Barcelona 
Lieutenant General Weyler, in the course of 
an interview there, has felicitated himself 
on being attacked by President Me- 
Kinley in the message, as this proves that 
his (Weyler's) policy was displeasing to the 
enemies of Spain. He expressed his sur- 
prise that the Spanish government would 
tolerate such attacks upon the representa- 
tive of the nation.

NEWS OF BIG CURES. 


GOVERNMENT EFFORTS TO SUP« 
PRESS THE EXPEDITIONS, 


Explicit Statement Showing That Un- 
cle Sam Is Carefally Observing the 
Neutrality Laws — Spain Herself 
Less Successful in Patrolling the 
Seas—Only Six American Vessels 
Land Stores of War Munitions in 
Cuba. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—Secretary 
Gage has submitted to the Department of 
State his report upon the action of the 
Treasury department in suppressing fili- 
bustering expeditions to Cuba in violation 
of neutrality laws. 

During two years and a half only six 
American vessels, of an aggregate of 1,331 
registered tons, are alleged to have suc- 
cessfully landed expeditions from the 
United States in Cuba. With the exception 
of the Laurada, the American vessels al- 
leged to have successfully taken part in 
expeditions in Cuban waters are small tugs 
and a pilot boat, each of less than 100 tons, 
and obviously incapable of carrying large 
numbers of men or large quantities of mu- 
nitions. Three foreign vessels, of an aggre- 
gate of 1,773 tons, are alleged to have been 
successful in the same effort. Referring to 
these foreign vessels, the Norwegian steam- 
er Leon, the Danish steamer Horsa, and 
the British steamer Bermuda, the Secretary 
invites attention to the fact that the crews 
of these vessels are required to be shipped 
before the Consuls of their respective na- 
tions, in accord with the laws of those na- 
tions, which also impose on the masters of 
those vessels various other duties. 


Responsibility Elsewhere. - 


He suggests that the inquiry might be 
pertinent whether the Spanish authorities 
informed these Consuls of those expeditions, 
and whether, if not, some measure of respon- 
sibility does not rest on the Spanish au- 
thorities for the alleged departure of these 
vessels, or, if the Consuls were notified, 
whether the same measure of responsibility 
does not rest upon them. This suggestion 
is made, not to shift responsibility, but to 
show that if these alleged expeditions start- 
ed without the knowledge of Treasury offi- 
cials they also departed without the knowl- 
edge of officials of other nations, whose ac- 
tion was a necessary preliminary to clear- 
ance. 

With the vessels referred to it is alleged 
there have been associated about a dozen 
harbor tugs, three or four lighters, a few 
small steamers, and about a dozen sloops 
and schooners, in all less than fifty. On the 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts in 1895 there were 
13,585 vessels of 1,800 tons or less, of a de- 
scription and locality available for filibuster- 
ing purposes. That only six out of 13,585 
American vessels succeeded in reaching 
Cuba, and that less than fifty had any share 
in these expeditions, Secretary Gage says 
is a demonstration, first, of the law-abiding 
spirit of the nation and of the obedience of 
the people to the President's proclamation; 
and, second, of a wholesome and repressive 
fear on,the part of those who might be dis- 
posed to be lawless and violate our obliga- 
tions as a neutral nation, and of a belief 
that their efforts would be frustrated by 
the authorities of the United States, and 
that the risk of discovery and punishment 
greatly outweighed any chance of profit 
from the exceptionally high money rewards 
offered to vessel owners by the Cubans. 

Eight revenue cutters, with crews of 317 
men, armed with fifteen guns, have cruised 
75,788 miles, occupying 139 months in the 
aggregate, patroling the coast to prevent 
filibustering expeditions. They have cap- 
tured seven vessels and 115 men, have 
broken up two expeditions, and have held 
under surveillance thirteen vessels under 
suspicion. From time to time several other 
revenue cutters have been employed on tem- 
porary duty. 


Spanish Officials Remiss. 


Perhaps the strongest statement in the 
report is this: If the Spanish patrol of 2,200 
miles of Cuban coast had frustrated one- 
half the number of expeditions which were 
frustrated by the United States authorities 
along a coast line of 5,470 miles, not one 
man nor one cartridge would have been 
illicitly landed in Cuba from the United 
States. Out of the sixty alleged expeditions 
only four have been broken up by Spain. 
Illustrating this statement he refers par- 
ticularly to the expedition that left on the 
Laurada from Baltimore, and landed at 
Banes on March 21. Banes is an important 
seaport on the northern coast of Cuba with 
which the United States carried on a val- 
uable fruit trade until the Spanish order 
prohibiting the export of bananas was is- 
sued. Yet it appears that the Laurada re- 
mained in this seaport two days, landing 
men and arms, and was not molested by 
the Spanish authorities in Cuba, who had 
been informed of her landing. Unless Spain 
is prepared to avow the inability or indisposi- 
tion to defend her interests in Cuba Secre- 
tary Gage holds that the responsibility for 
the success of this expedition may properly 
be fixed upon Spanish officia!s in Cuba, who 
had been fully informed by the Spanish Le- 
gation. The Spanish authorities have re- 
peatedly asserted that all of the seaports 
of Cuba were in their possession. 


Vigilance of the Department. 


In all sixty alleged expeditions are ex- 
amined. Of these Secretary Gage shows that 
twenty-eight have been frustrated through 
the efforts of the Treasury department, 
five have been frustrated by the United 
States Navy, four have been frustrated by 
Spain, two have been wrecked, one driven 
back by storm, one failed from a combina- 
tion of causes, and one, the Delaware, he de- 
clines to recognize as other than a violation 
of the British foreign enlistment act. As Spain 
has suffered no injury from these forty-three 
failures, it is assumed that they will be ac- 
cepted by Spain as evidence of the success 
of the United States in maintaining its ob- 
ligations, and that a detailed statement con- 
cerning each is unnecessary. 

Secretary Gage then examines in detail 
the seventeen alleged successful expeditions, 
He points out that the partial success in 
one case was due to the weakness cf the 
Spanish patrol of the Cuban coast; that in 
one case the Spanish authorities at 
New York have exonerated the of- 
ficers of the Treasury department 
from all responsibility; that in one 
case the Spanish Minister disagrees with 
the legal adviser of the Spanish Legation 
and also disagrees with himself as to the 
date of the alleged successful expedition. 
The success of a number of expeditions is 
admitted. The case of the Silver Heels 
is included, as the vessel may have been suc- 
cessful, though nothing has been heard from 
it since the departure six weeks ago. The 
Silver Heels may have perished in the se- 
vere storm a few days after its departure. 

Secretary Gage makes no estimate of the 
cost involved, which has evidently been 
large, deeming the extent and results of the 
work performed by the department a better 


measure of the fidelity of its officers to their 


oaths and a better stand by which to 
measure their efficiency.

BOSTON FISH DEALERS’ BOOM. 


War with Gloucester Lines the Wharves 
of the Hub with Schooners 
Three Rows Deep. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—Boston 
fish dealers say that Gloucester is weaken- 
ing on the fish fight. There were no prices 
for fish in Gloucester yesterday up till 4:30 
o’clock in the afternoon; this morning the 
Gloucester fishermen are inquiring of Bos- 
ton merchants their prices, saying that 
there is no market in Gloucester. The 
Gloucester vessels are breaking away from 
the agreement. All the wharf dealers are 
laughing in their sleeve at the foolhardiness 
of Gloucester. Both sides of the wharf this 
morning were lired three deep with fishing 
schooners of all sizes and descriptions. 
Many Gloucester boats could be noticed 
among the rumber. 

Boston has solved the problem of disposing 
of its garbage. Bids were called today for 
a $100,000 crematory to be built on Spectacle 
Island, in the harbor, where all offal will 
be destroyed. It is specified that the work 
must be done every twenty-four hours and 
that there shall be no smell. The city is now 
towing its garbage out to sea in sdbws and 
dumping it in deep water. 

A perfect procession of schooners is bound 
hence for the Yukon region. The schooner 
Concord sails tomorrow from Portsmouth, 
N. H., for the Klondike via Cape Horn and 
Seattle. Twenty argonauts sall in her, and 
a dozen more will join the expedition at 
Seattle in thespring. At least 300 New Eng- 
landers will be headed Klondikeward next 
year. 

The Rev. George H. Cutterson, New Eng- 
land Secretary of the American Missionary 
association, gave an address teday in the old 
South Meeting-House on the status of Chi- 
nese in the United States. He said that 
there were 100,475 Chinese in the United 
States, 2,000 in St. Louis, 10,000 in Chicago 
and Brooklyn, 5,000 in Philadelphia, 1,300 in 
Boston, and 72,472 in Californid. 


PLANS OF THE NATIONAL GUARD 


Adjutant Generals at St. Louis Will 
Urge Congress to Help Out the 
State Troops. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—Plans 
for the campaign of the Interstate Associa- 
tion of the National Guard were perfected 
at the concluding session this morning, and 
the organization is ready to train its guns 
upon Washington and march to the Gapitol 
with its war cry of $2,000,000 for a na- 
tion’s soldiers.“ When suggestions were in- 
vited by the chair, General Reece of Illinois 
said: 

We must impress upon the War depart- 
ment the fact that the National Guard is 
the standing army of the country, backing 
up the inadequate regular army. In my 
opinion, we should ask the department for 
a certain sum out of which we can pay, I 
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tion in the world.” 

A resolution was offered by Captain 
bold of St. Louis and adopted favo 
closer relationship between the regular and 
volunteer forces of the United States, and all 
such legislation as will place the United 
States in a better position to maintain its 
rank as one of the great nations of the world. 
Chicago was chosen over Columbus, O., as 
the place for the convention next year, the 
date to be determined later. 

Surrounded during all his lifetime by the 
divine atmosphere of music, the body of 
the late Louis Mayer, the noted St. Louls 
composer and violoncellist, were accompa- 
nied to the grave today by a band of 100 of 
the city’s prominent musicians. The serv- 
ices were the most novel and solemn ever 
known in St. Louis. There was no min- 
ister, just a great throng of musicians, who 
were his friends and associates, and a pro- 
gram of beautiful music. 

Until six months ago twelve Chinese were 
doing a grocery business in this city under 
the firm name of Quong Wing, Lee & Co. 
Wu Yung, a trusted member of the firm, 
skipped out with $7,000 belonging to his 
partners.

States Commissioner Gray for papers per- 
mitting them to remain and work for their 
living, but he declined to grant them. 


MAY LOSE BIG ELECTRIC PLANT 


Cincinnati Has Much at Stake in the 
Visit of a Citizen to Prominent 
Eastern Capitalists. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 8—[Special.]—A 
project is now on foot, which, if suc- 
cessful, will either result in giving Cin- 
cinnati one of the largest, if not the largest, 
electric manufacturing plants in the world, 
or will cost her the loss of one of her largest 
manufacturing plants, The project in ques- 
tion is a large increase in the capital stock 
of the Bullock Electric Manufacturing cora- 
pany, and the erection of a new and more 
commodious plant. Mr. George Bullock, 
President of the company, leaves tomorrow 
for New York on business connected with 
the proposed enlargement. The local con- 
cern has been competing so successfully 
with the large Eastern concern and has 
such a complete monopoly on certain fine 
lines of work that it has attracted unusual 
attention in the East, and a number of New 
York capitalists have expressed a desire to : 
secure an interest in the concern. It is to 
meet. these that Mr. Bullock goes East.

capital and plant. The danger is that the 
Eastern capitalists may insist upon its re- 
moval to New York.

Physicians and Family Believe the End 
Is at Hand—The President at 
the Bedside. 


Canton, O., Dec. 8—All day today 
the children of Mrs. Nancy Allison McKinley 
were near her bedsido watching for indica- 
tions of a hopeful change. They were disap- 
pointed. There was no ray of light on the 
face which bctokened returning conscious- 
ness. She has been lying in lethargic re- 
pose as if asleep most of the time. She is 
gradually but surely growing weaker. 

Abner McKinley says the family are hop- 
ing against hope that she may show a better 
condition, but the state during the day 
had been such that the watchers think the 
end is gradually drawing near. How soon 
the sle2p earthly may become the sleep of 
death no one knows. With saddened hearts 
the relatives are anxiously keeping vigil. 
The deter saw the patient early this even- 
ing. He said he could notice no material 
change, but the weakening process continues 
steadily. He is prepared for dissolution at 
any moment, but at the time of this visit had 
not abandoned hope that she would continue 
in life during the night and possibly longer. 

Charles R. Miller, who has been almost 
constantly at the house, said that he had 
not previously noted such continued weak- 
ness as during today. This was also accom- 
panied by a higher temperature and he could 
scarcély hope that the patient would live 
keyond midnight. 

The President is almost constantly at the 
bedside, refusing to be relieved by others 
and to take the rest and exercise he should. 
While it has been a matter the President 
has declined to discuss or to*give any in- 
formation about to his friends, it is believed 
from the indications at the postoffice and 
the telegraph offices that he is recelving nu- 
gnerous congratulations from the people of 
the country on his message to Congress. The 
sad circumstances of the visit to his home 
at this time hav® not prevented the people 
from making manifestations of their satis- 
faction. 

Late tonight Mrs. McKtnley again 
aroused from her palsied sleep but, although 
wakeful, she failed to recognize the Presi- 
dent or the others around her. A sinking 
spell at midnight left her in the weakest 
condition which she has yet reached. Sheis 
entirely unconscious. The President re- 
mains with her. 


MUCH MISERY AT HAWTHORNE. 


Employes of the Quarries Thrown Out 
by a Closing of the Works for 
the Season. 


The coming of winter is the forerunner of 
more misery and want for the many poor 
families of Hawthorne. At this season of 
the year the work of the Chicago and Naper- 
ville Quarrying company becomes slack and 
a few days ago the works were closed. A 
small army of men was thrown out of em- 
ployment by the shut down, and suffering 
has already begun to be experienced by 
many.

those who might feel disposed to doubt the

In other words, the 
Uabillty of the drawer of the check to the 
holder is shifted from him to the bank

J. H. Hamline’s Opinion. 


John H. Hamline said: “A plain check 
operates to transfer the sum named therein 
to the payee, provided the maker has on de- 
posit a sufficient sum of money to pay the 
check at the time it is presented for pay- 
ment. If the holder of a bank check, in- 
Stead of demaiding iis payment himself, 
takes it to the bank and has it certified, he 

win discharge the drawer of the chéck from 
all liability and the bank becomes his abso- 
lute debtor. But if the drawer of the check 
procures it to be certified by the bank before 
he delivers it to se drawee, the bank is ab- 
solutely Mable for the non-payment of the 
check on presentation, while the drawer is 
also liable.

“Mr. Waller has been very poorly ad- 
vised, said E. O. Brown of the law firm of 
Peckham & Brown, for the First National 
Bank, “ or he would never have made such 
a mountain out of such a small matter. He 
is entirely mistaken as to the real law and 
facts in the case. The certification of a 
check by a bank merely signfies that there 
is such an amount on deposit and that the 
amount will remain in the bank's hands 
until it is decided whether or not certain 
conditions existing between the parties to 
the check have been complied with, and with 
the consent of both parties the check is rec- 
ognized. 

„Mr. McDonald deposited $10,000 in the 
First National Bank, and the bank certified 
to that fact on his check, which was given 
to the City of Chicago. The bank did not 
promise to pay over the money on presenta- 
tion of the check; it merely guaranteed to 
the city that the money was on deposit and 
that it would remain on deposit until the 
check was presented for payment in good 
faith and by its rightful owners. 


Cites McDonald’s Grounds. 


“Mr. McDonald forbade us to pay the 
amount called for in the check, taking the. 
ground that the City of Chicago had no 
rightful claim to the check. We at cice 
refused to pay the check and invited the 
city to sue for the money. We then re- 
quested Mr. McDonald to defend that suit, 
and he has agreed. All we want to know is 
who owns the check, and when the courts 
decide, then, and not til then, will the bank 
pay over the money. A certified check is ex- 
actly the same as any other check, except 
that in certifying to it a bank takes the 
responsibility upon itself of guaranteeing 
to the holder of the check that the amount 
specified is on deposit and will remain on 
deposit until the check is presented and its 
ownership proved. ; 

„According to Mr. Waller the city had a 
right to collect from the bank over the pro- 
test of Mr. McDonald. He is very wrong, 
and. will find out so when he has received 
better legal. advice. The bank would be 
liable. to Mr. McDonald had it refused to 
obey his demand. The case is not an un- 
usual one. In fact, nearly every week just 
such controversies arise in every bank in 
the city. It is the business of the courts to 
decide to whom the money belongs.”’ 


John J. Mitchell’s Attitude. 

John J. Mitchell, President of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank, said: ‘‘ There can 
be no question as to the liability of a bank 
in the case of checks to which it has certi- 
fied. It is absolute, and only the presence 
of fraud or the service of an injunction is 
sufficient cause for refusing to pay the 
same.“ i 

There was a report current during the day 
that Controller Waller had stated he might 
call upon the national bank examiners to 
investigate the conduct of the First Na- 
tional Bank in refusing to pay the check 
in dispute. 

This Mr. Waller denied in toto, saying 
such a thought aad not even wccurred to 
him. He said he should not go outside of t’:e 
regular legal proceedings for enforcing the 
payment of the check by the bank. 

It is understood Mr. McDonald will set up 
in his defense that ihe city changed the 
terins of the contract for which his check 
was to serve as a guarantee after the check 
had been deposited, and that he was ab- 
solved from attempting to undertake the 
carrying out of the contract. 


TURN THE OLD PARTIES DOWN. 


Municipal Elections in Massachusetts 
Indicate a Growth of Non-Parti- 
‘gan Sentiment. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 8.—[ Special. I—In sev- 
enteen cities of the Commonwealth yester- 
day municipal conteste were waged. When 
the smoke of battle cleared away it was 
ound that several new Mayors had been 
chosen. The sentimenc in favor of ron-par- 
|. tisanship in municipal affairs accounts ina 
emumber of cases for the defeat of straight 
party candidates. This was particularly in 
evidence in Somerville. where Mayor Perry 
ecored a victory for the third time. He was 
elected Mayor over his popular Republican 
cpponent, Representative F. F. Phillips, by 
a majority of 1,929 votes. He was the can- 
didate of the Citizens’ party and Municipal 
league. During the campaign the interest 
was intense. 

Waltham rose toa full realization of non- 
partisan municipal gcvernment, giving to 
George L. Mayberry, who represented that 
idea in the campaign, a majority over both 
the Republican and Democratic candidates. 

But the result upon which the friends of 
good government have most reason to felici- 
tate themselves is that in the City of Law- 
rence. Municipal administration for sev- 
eral years has been far from satisfactory in 
that city. The citizens became disgusted 
and felt, humiliated, disposed to cry out, 
A plague on both your houses, and this 
year took the remedy into their own hands 
by the early formation of what was known 
as the Good Government association,“ 
which paid no regard to party lines. 

This organization did something more 
than protest; it acted, and acted promptly, 
nominating a ticket of us own, with Mr. J. 
H. Eaton, one of the city’s most trusted cit- 
izens and business-men, as its candidate for 
Mayor. Mr. Eaton would not have accepted 
a nomination by either party, but he accept- 
ed this. The Republican organization in- 
dorsed his nomination and also two of the as- 
sociation’s candidates for Aldermen, and 
these are all the Aldermen that show to its 
credit in the election. 

Davis, non-partisan candidate in Glouces- 
ter, won out for Mayor by a plurality of 74, 
over the combined Democratic and Repub- 
lican tickets, 

In Newton there was no contest for Mayor, 
Henry E. Cobb being the choice for a third 
term. He received the Republican romina- 
tion and was alone in the field, all other par- 
ffes uniting in his support. 

Mayor John E. Fatnham was izeélected 
Mayor of Malden. The Maldenites defeaied 
Dana J. Flanders of the Boston and Maine 
railroad, but it was probably the most amia- 
ble defeat in the whole category. Few men 
in his home city are more personally popular 
or highly respected than he, but the people 
of Malden wanted certain changes of grade 
hurried up and they seemed to question 
whether the best way to bring about that re- 
sult was to choose for their executive an 
officer of the corporation out of whose treas- 
ury the work must be in part paid for, and 
for this reason, doubtless, some of his best 
friends voted against him. 

In New Bedford the whalers cast aside the 
partisan idea altogether. The spectacle was 
‘presented of two citizens’ tickets opposing 
¢ach other. In Fitchburg it was the same 
thing. 

Party lines mean little in the Massachu- 
setts cities outside of Boston and even in 
this city of sharp, fiard contests, the jeaven is 
working. It is difficult to forecast the résult, 
but Mayor Quincy has an excellent chance 
for reélection despite the fact that last 
month Governor Wolcott's (Republican) ma- 
jority in this city was nearly 6,000. 

A big independent vote is likely to be cast 
for the nominally Dem.ocratic candidate and 
many stalwart Republicans are supporting 
him on local issues solely. 


LOCKOUT IN A SHOE FACTORY. 


Vance & Jones’ Establishment at West 
Pullman Closed—Bicycle Men

Three hundred employés of the Vance & 
Jones shoe factory in West Pullman were

ODORS ROAM ATT WILL 


Entire City Is Filled with a 
Nauseating Smell. 


MANY MAKE COMPLAINT. 


Bridgeport Rendering Establish- 
ments Responsible. 


LAZY WORKMEN ARE BLAMED 


Spirits of defunct horses, cows, mules, 
cats, and dogs escaped from the rendering 
establishments in Bridgeport last night and 
roamed at will over the city seeking whom 
they might devour. The sick in their beds, 
the citizen in his home, little children, and 
wayfarers hurrying homeward, all fell vie- 
tims to the nauseating, loathsome, disgust- 
ing odors that stole down every street and 
avenue, crept under doors and window 
frames, through keyholes, and every crack 
and crevice. 

It was the old story. Some lazy workmen 
in Bridgeport wanted to get away from their 
work early and so instead of running the 
fetid gases from the bodies of boiling ani- 
mals through the water and deodorizing 
them before alolwing them to escape into 
the outer air, had turned the valves and per- 
mitted the vile gases to rush up the great 
chimneys with the force of escaping steam. 
They had risen to a height of several hun- 
dred feet probably before they were caught 
up by the wind and carried along for sev- 
eral miles before they were cool Hough 
to drop. When they dropped they fell down 
upon the greater portion of the North Side 
and the adjoining territory on the West Side. 


Smothering, Deadly Wind Blows. 

It was a smothering, stifling, choking, 
deadly wind that blew down out of the 
elouds. No one could escape from it. It 
wormed and forced its way ifto every room 
end closet. On street cars, in stores, and 
along the street it was equally strong. 
People closed every opening that usually 
brought pure air into their bedrooms and de- 
cided to take their chances on sleeping in a 
close room rather than risk the plague-strick- 
en wind from the outside. But the stench got 
in. . Simply closing windows and doors could 
not keep it out. It would have made its way 
into a fireproof safe. 

The reign of the disgusting odors on the 
North Side was made the more terrible to 
the residents of the infected territory be- 
cause of the heavy fog, each particle of 
which was heavily saturated with a stench 
microbe. The fog fastened upon overcoats 
and clothing, and as it sank into the texture 
earried its vile freight with it and left it 
there woven into the warp and woof cf the 
garments. 


Why Does the Mayor Allow It? 

It is a mystery to the people on the North 
Side why the Mayor, who resides there, and 
about whose house the breath of dead ani- 
mals played last night as it did about 
thousands of other homes within a radius 
of several miles, would permit such a thing 
to be. 

It is not a new thing. It is not the first 
time the wind\from the south has carried 
from the rendering setablishments of 
Bridgeport odors that imperil the health 
and even the life of every one that inhales 
them. It is known from where they come. 

Only a month ago on one Saturday night 
the conditions were almost.as bad as last 
night—not quite so bad, because the fog last 
night held the poisonous gases longer in the 
air and prevented them falling to the earth. 
But the Mayor must have known it, for the 
Mayor has a nose, and nothing north of the 
river last night or a month ago that was 
fitted with a nose could plead ignorante of 
the fact that the streets had been turned 
into the upper gas chambers of rendering 
establishments. 


The Health department has been com- 


plained to until the complainers are almost 
as sick as the people were after a single 
breath of the glue factory zephyrs last 


night. 
Funnels in Their Noses. 


Large, fierce health inspectors, with a fun- 
nel in each nostril, are supposed to be out 
taking ninety whiffS a minute in the hope 
of detecting poisoned air and seeing that 
the law is observed by the rendering estab- 
lishment. But last night they were proba- 
bly in some portion of the city where the 
gases passed warmly and snugly over their 
heads and then landed a mile or so away 
where the unhappy citizens knew of their 
presence without being especially detailed 
to watch for them. 

The disease breeding vapors come from 
rendering establishments. The Health de- 
partment knows where the rendering es- 
tablishments are. It does not look as if it 
would be hard to follow the vapors up and 
find out from which particular establishment 
they come. Then when the offenders are 
located it would not be difficult to take them 
in patrol wagons to the police stations and 
punish them for polluting the atmosphere 
and fill.ng the lungs of the people with 
gascoys filth. 


No Difficulty in Locating Cause. 

Even though the Health Commissioner's 
men have failed to find the source of the sick- 
ening fumes a man with a severe cold in the 
head had no difficulty in locating the estab- 
lishments responsible for last night's odors. 
The chief offenders were Armour's glue ſac- 
tory, just behind the Universal gas works in 
Thirty-first street. and the rendering factory 
nearby. The inhabitunts in that vicinity 
pre accustomed to these smells, but they 
were suffering more than usual because of 
the increasgd strength of the odors. An old 
citizen there laid it al! on the atmosphere, 
which carried the smoke and gases down to 
the ground. The glue works was running 
fvll blast and rolling great volumes of smoke 
out of its tall chimneys, which drifted away 
not far above the house tops in a northeast 
direction. 


BENN PHILLIPS REYNOLDS DEAD 


Physician Expires at Presbyterian Hos- 
pital of Heart Disease—Member 
of Many Societies. 


Dr. Benn Phillips Reynolds died at the 
Presbyterian Hospital at 7 o’clock last even- 
ing of heart trouble after an illness of more 
than four weeks. Dr. Reynolds was 65 
years old and had lived in Chicago since 1863. 

The arrangements for the funeral have 
been left to Dr. Raymond Leonard, 312 La 
Salle avenue. The funeral will probably be 
held on Sunday in accordance with Dr. Rey- 
nolds’ desire.

“WANTS $125,000 DAMAGES.

Wholesale Draggist Asked to Part 


with $75,000 for Alienation of Hi 
Son’s Affections and $50,000 for Al- 
‘leged Libel—Declares He Will Fight 
the Case and Win—Letters Which 
Will Be Important Features of the 


Florence Van Schaack yesterday kept her 
threat to sue her father-in-law in the Cook 
County Court, beginning two suits against 
Peter Van Schaack. In one she asks for 
$75,000 for alienation of her husband’s affec- 
tions and in the other $50,000 for alleged 
libel. 

On Nov. 16 Mrs. Van Schaack obtained a 
judgment in Brooklyn against Peter Van 
Schaack for $65,000 in an ex parte proceed- 
ing in which the defendant was also charged 
with alienating the affections of his son from 
the plaintiff. In that suit service was had 
on Mr. Van Schaack by publication. He 
made no defense and the jury returned a 
verdict for the full amount. This was re- 
cently set aside. 

Mrs. Van Schaack then came to Chicago 
and has since been threatening to sue. 

No declarations were filed in the two suits 
begun yesterday. Attorney Mack for Mrs. 
Van Schaack sayy he has sufficient evidence 
to prove to a jury that Peter Van Schaack 
should be mulcted in the sums which it is 
sought to recover. The lawyer has a large 
tin case full of letters and documents bear- 
ing on the case, many of which have been 
printed. Upon these letters it will be sought 
to be shown that Mr. Van Schaack succeed- 
ed in destroying the affection of his son John 
for the plaintiff. As a basis for the Ibel 
suit Mr. Mack has a letter, which he says 
was written by Mr. Van Schaack to his son. 
It contains the following sentences, which 
Mr. Mack declares were written in malice 
ty Van Schaack and for which he should 
make recompense: 

Write Hen how to proceed about Floss: 
be firm; you have taken a stand; live up to 
it; you will not regret it. She has repeatedly 
betrayed you, sure.“ 

The word “ repeatedly” is underscored, 
while the word sure is underscored four 
times. The reference to Hen,“ according 
to Attorney Mack, is to a brother of the 
defendant who practices law in Denver. 

Another letter is one purporting to be 
written to Peter Von Schaack by Joseph M. 
Williams, his cousin and New York attor- 
ney, July 20. This letter contains among 
other things: John appears to have no 
evidence that will entitle him to a divorce 
from her.“ 

As this letter bears date several months 
after the one in which Schaack is alleged to 
have made reflections upon his daughter-in- 
law, Mr. Mack considers it a useful piece of 
evidence, 

Mr. Van Schaack ‘declared emphatically 
last night that he would fight the cases to 
the end, and was confident of victory. He 
detlared that his son John was of age when 
he left the woman, knew what he was doing. 
und did it of his own free will and accord. 
He intimated that he also had some letters 
whieh would make interesting reading if the 
cases ever came to trial. He has also se- 
cured a lot of evidence since his daughter-in- 
law began mixing war medicine which will 
have a marked result on the outcome.

SUES: FOR HEAVY DAMAGES. 


Dr. Francis M. Steward Seeks to Recov- 
er $100,000 for His Recent Arrest 
and Incarceration. 


Dr. Francis M. Steward, 185 West Garfield’ 


boulevard, who several days ago was ar- 
rested on a charge of obtaining money by 
false pretenses and forced to remain for 
nine hours in a cell at the Harrison Street 
Police Station, yesterday began suit in the 
Superior Court to recover $100,000 damages 
from Herman Klepstein, A. D. Van Patten, 
and Montgomery Ward & Co. 

According to his attorneys, one day last 
week Klepstein and Van Patten called at the 
office for special treatment. The men, it is 
alleged, told Dr. Steward they were mer- 
chants from South Dakota and were in the 
elty purchasing holiday goods. Dr. Steward 
diagnoseu their cases, and after furnishing 
them with a quantity of medicine received 


$25 from each as a deposit, as further treat- 


ment was to be given. Immediately after 
leaving the doctor’s office, it is alleged, 
Klepstein and Van Patten went to the store 
of Montgomery Ward & Co., where they 
told of what they had done. 

According to the attorney in the case they 
were told by members of the latter firm that 
they had been swindled and were advised 
to have Dr. Seward arrested. This was 
done, and after Dr. Seward’s case was heard 
in the police court he was discharged. Dr. 
Seward explained that he had never seen 
the men before they called at his office, and 
he was only carrying out his customary rule 
in such cases where patients were strangers. 

In his decision Justice Wallace said he 
would have to dismiss the defendants on the 
ground of insufficient evidence as to wheth- 
er Klepstein and Van Patten were really 
suffering from the diseases alleged. If the 
men were really in need of medical treat- 
ment then Dr. Seward was fully exonerated, 
and as the evidence now stood the doctor 
could not be held to the Criminal Court.

When Judge Gary opens the Luetgert trial 
this morning Attorney Harmon probably 
will demand that Frank Hoffman, who was 
sworn in as a juror a week ago Tuesday, be 
dropped for having declared beforehand 
that Luetgert “‘ ought to be hanged on gen- 
eral principles.“ An affidavit to that effect 
by Alexander Kerwin, station agent for the 


, Chicago and Northwestern railroad at Cuy- 


ler, where Hoffman lives, will furnish the 
ground for the request. : 

Kerwin declares that while the first Luet- 
gert jury was trying to reach a verdict Hoff- 
man, who is an electrician, living at 528 
Berenice avenue, while waiting in the Cuyler 
station for a train to the city and discussing 
the case, made the remark quoted to some 
friends. He did not use the words ascribed 
to him by Kerwin directly, but Kerwin de- 
clares he overheard*him say: He ought to 
be hanged on general principles.“ 


Friends Call It Indiscretion. 


Several other residenis of the suburb say 
that Hoffman was deepiy interested in the 
accounts of the first Luetgert trial, and 
followed tne case closely. The general opin- 
ion among Hoffman's friends, however, is 
that he had no fixed opinion, as he declared 
Wien he was examined in the jurybox, but 
tnat he had talked indiscreetly when his 
friends drew him into an argument about 
the case. 

Lewis B. Scott, 424 Cuyler avenue, who 
has an office at 34 Clark street, and who is 
an intimate friend of Hoffman, said he heard 
Hoffman joke about the former trial on fre- 
quent occasions, and he believed the remark 
ascribed to him in the Cuyler station must 
have been intended as a joke.

It doesn’t 
make any difference to me whether he is 
guilty or not, I think he ought to havea fair 
jury. I have heard Hoffman express an 
opinion about the case frequently in the sta- 
tion, and a number of persons have spoken 
to me about it and said they thought he 
ought not to be on the jury.“ 

Attorney Harmon had two detectives at 
Cuyler last evening trying to find other per- 
sons who had overheard Hoffman’s alleged 
remark and who were willing to make affi- 
davit to it. 


No Jurors Secured. 


No jurors were secured yesterday, though 
twenty veniremen were closely examined 
and considerable latitude allowed by both 
sides in their efforts to complete the panel. 
Attorney Harmon called out several criti- 
cisms from the court that he was “ arguing 
the case in advance,” and the proceedings 
dragged more than on any day since the 
second trial opened. 

The defense questioned at great length 
a number of veniremen, who declared on the 
start that they were prejudiced against the 
prosecution, and subsequently turned them 
over to the State. Afterwards they were 
dropped for cause by Judge Gary, over the 
objection of the defense. Every venireman 
found disqualified was dropped for having 


made up his mind in advance.

IT USES MILK AS A CLUB.| 
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SHIPPERS’ UNION THREATENS A 
LACTEAL FAMINE IN CHICAGO, 


Movement to Keep Up the Price to $1 
a Can During the Winter Months— 
Local Dealers Profess Not to Be 
Alarmed—Say the Supply at Hand 
Is Amplée—Farmers and Producers 
Hold Meetings in Surrounding Ter- 
ritory. ee 


— — 


The Chicago Milk Shippers’ union threat- 
ens to cause a milk famine in this city un- 
less the local dealers agree to maintain 
the price of $1 for an eight-gallon can of 
milk during the winter months. The union 
claims a membership of 3,000 producers, dis- 
tributed through Indiana, Illinois, and Wis- 
consin, and Secretary Simeon Hill says it 
is in position to enforce its demands, and 
that some of the members already have 
stopped sending milk here. Local dealers 
profess not to be alarmed, and advise the 
union to go ahead, if it thinks it can shut 
off the milk supply of Chicago. 

On Tuesday a number of farmers about 
Merriville, Ind., held a meeting, and, it is 
said, decided to discontinue shipping milk 
into Chicago because there was no longer 
any money in the business; and also to es- 
tablish creameries and turn over the milk 
supply for butter and cheese purposes. 
There were other meetings along the Grand 
Trunk and Panhandle roads, at which the 
farmers consulted aa, te th best way of 

etting. higher prices for milk. 

1 — 3 dealers say Indiana never 
did ship any appreciable supply of milk to 
Chicago. 


Shippers’ Union Complaint. 

The complaint of the Milk Shippers’ union 
is that the agreed price of $1 a can for milk 
for November is not being adhered to and 
that the farmers in many cases are being 
compelled to sell their milk for 90 cents a 


can. It is asserted that a large number of 


small dealers have announced that they 
would no longer pay the trust price. 

C. E. Peck of the Bowman Dairy company 
said the large dealers would pay no attention 
to the demands of the Milk Shippers’ union. 

“The truth of the matter is,“ said Mr. 
Peck, the large concerns have their con- 
tracts based on six months’ duration. It.is 
ridiculous talking about keeping up a cer- 
tain arbitrary price when there is three 


times more milk in sight than is needed in 


Chicago. I do not see how the supply could 


be shut off from Chicago when the large 


dealers all have their contracts.“ 


A. C. Weary’s Opinion. 


A. C. Weary, a large North Side dealer, 
said: — 

“The price of eight-gallon cans ranges 
from 60 cents in the summer to 81 in the 
winter. When we pay the higher price 
there is little or no money in the milk busi- 
ness. Milk is too high. Many of the car- 


‘riers have raised the price of milk from six 


cents to seven cents a quart. There is plenty 
of milk in the country.” 

The shippers at Lottaville, Ind., have de- 
cided to stick to the $1 a can price and have 
raised a fund to prosecute Chicago dealers 
who may try to break their contracts. 

A. D. Gifford of Elgin, III., said that while 
local producers had not yet decided to shut 
off the milk supply, they intended to stand 
firm for the shippers’ price. 

The shippers around Elburn, III., will in- 
sist that the contracts for $1 a can covering 
November, January,.and February be car- 
ried out. 


DR. CAMPBELL MORFIT DEAD. 


Distinguished as a Chemist and Writer 
Both in America and Eu- 


rope. 
London, Dec. 8.—Dr. Campbell Morfit, the 


distinguished American chemist, died here 
today. 


Dr. Morfit was born in Herculaneum, Mo., 
on Nov. 19, 1820. He early applied himself 


to the study of chemistry and was connected 


with several colleges. In he went to 
London, England: Work included re- 
searches in guanos, salts, sugars, the analy- 
sis of coals, gum mesquite, and glycerine, 
accounts of which he published in the scien- 
tific journals of the time. He was a member 
of various scientific societies and a Fellow of 
the Chemical society of London and of the 


Institute of Chemistry. Besides writing nu- 


merous scientific papers, he was joint author 
with James C. Booth of a report to the 


United States Ordnance department on gun 


metal, in 1853, from investigations by him in 
a laboratory that he established on his buon 
plan at Pikesville Arsenal, Maryland. 


George T. Woodbury. 


Amesbury, Mass., Dec. 8.—[Special.}]— 
George T. Woodbury, one of the owners of 
the Chicago Varnish company, died here 
this afternoon. He had been an invalid for 
a number of years and his death was due 
to a complication of diseases. He was born 
in Salisbury, N. H., sixty-five years ago. 
At the age of 16 he shipped on board a whaler 
and spent ten years in the arctic regions. 
For a number of years he was engaged in 
the life insurance business in New York.

REVENUES MUST BE INCREASED. 
The last paragraph of the President's 
message is as follows: 


The estimates of the expenses of the government 
by the several departments will, I am sure, have 
your careful scrutiny. While the Congress may 
not find it an easy task to reduce the expenses of 
the government, it should not encourage their in- 
crease. These expenses will, in my judgment, 
admit a decrease in many branches of the govern- 
ment without injury to the public service. 

It is a commanding duty to keep the appropria- 
tions within the receipts of the government and 
thus avoid a deficit. 


This is excellent advice to Congtess, but 
the President has been in public life so 
long that he knows that body is not in 
the habit of reducing expenses, but of in- 
creasing them. It enlarges estimates; it 
does not cut them down. 

The estimates for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1899, which the Secretary of the 
Treasury has submitted to Congress, ex- 
ceed the anticipated revenues by 2144 mil- 
lions. Unless those estimates are pared 
down or more revenue is provided thete will 
be a deficit. 

It will undoubtedly be larger than the 
Secretary thinks because it is certain that 
Congress is going to increase the appropria- 
tions. Therefore, unless the revenues are 
increased also, the last dime remaining in 
the Treasury obtained by the sale of bonds 
under Cleveland will be eaten up before 
the end of 1899. Then a point will be 
reached where the government will have 
to make some of its creditors wait for their 
money. 

Unless the attention of Congress is called 
to the necessity for providing more rev- 
enue it will drift along until the credit 
of the nation is injured. Then it will 
have to act and to do what it should 
have done at the special session, when Sena- 
tor Allison pointed out clearly that the 
Dingley bill would not produce enough rev- 
enue. 

Congress should have added a dollar a 
barrel on beer instead of six cents, and thus 
obtained 33 millions more revenue. It 
should have puta duty of eight cents a pound 
on tea. With importations exceeding 113 
million pounds that duty would have pro- 
duced over nine million dollars. The coffce 
importations exceed 777 million pounds. 
A four-cent duty would have produced over 
81 million dollars. 

Seventy-three million dollars would have 
been obtained from these three items. The 
finances of the government would have 
been put on a solid footing. Its. credit 
would have been helped, for the deficits 
would have ceased: It would have been 
much easier to settle the currency question. 

It may be claimed that the proposed 
duties. on tea and coffee and the higher 
tax on beer would reduce consumption 
and that hence the above estimate of money 
to be derived from these sources is too 
high. The reply is that the annual in- 
crease in population of 2 per cent and 
the good times which are coming will take 
care of the consumption. It will increase 
instead of falling off. Besides that the 
taxes would be so light the consumer would 
hardly notice them. 

With seventy-three millions more of rev- 
enue there will be a surplus instead of a 
deficit. No bonds will have to be sold to 
meet government expenses. The old sol- 
diers’ pensions will not have to be cut down. 
The work on the national defenses—the for- 
tifications and the battle ships—will not 
have to be stopped. 

Cofigress will have to increase the rev- 
enues. The public interests demand it. 
Then why puttoff the inevitable? There 
will be no “ kick” on the part of the tax- 
payers when they know the urgent neces- 
sity for more revenue. Nothing but cow- 
ardice and lack of statesmanship holds 
Congress back. 

The President did not speak out on this 
point as he should have done. He displayed 
untsual and unexpected timidity. A year 
hence, when the Treasury is empty, he will 
be foreed to call on Congress for the ad- 
ditional revenue he should have called on 
it at this time to furnish. 

It is the more strprising that the Presi- 
dent does not ask for more revenue now 
because he does not want his currency re- 
form plan to go into effect until the deficit 
ceases. If enthusiastically attached to 
that plan, would not he endeavor to hasten 
the coming of the day when he wishes it to 
become operative? .

EDITOR HOWELL OF THE ATLANTA 
CONSTITUTION. 

Kditer Howell of the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion two or three years ago held no views of 
the currency question.

THE REAPPORTIONMENT MEASURE. 

The first step toward a new Senatorial ap- 
portionment has been taken. Those dif- 
ferences between the Cook County Re- 
publicans which prevented action at the 
regular session have been settled. All of 
those Republicans have agreed on a scheme 
which does not have some of the features 
which made that introduced at the last 
session obnoxious to many Republicans. 
The new plan is not devised for the ex- 
clusive benefit of Messrs. Hertz and Lori- 
mer. f 

The apportionment which has been agreed 
on gives the Republicans eleven districts, 
the Democrats three, and one “ politically 
doubtful.” In reality it is Democratic. 
But this is based on the McKinley vote. 
Last year the Republicans had an abnormal 
majority which they are not likely to get 
again. On the basis of the Cleveland vote 
of 1892 only four of the proposed districts 
would be Republican beyond a doubt. 

Under the proposed apportionment which- 
ever party carried the city by a fair majority 
would elect a majority of the members of 
the Legislature chosen from the city. Dis- 
tricts.which are laid out so that that hap- 
pens cannot rightly be objected to on polit- 
ical grounds. N 

There was not the same difficulty at 
the regular session about redistricting in 
the country that there was in this city and 
county. The country members have set- 
tled on what they want done. Therefore, 
now that the Cook County menibers have 
harmonized, there is nothing to prevent the 
introduction of a reapportionment bill and 
its speedy passage. Though the Re 
publicans are short a few members they 
have enough to answer the purpose. 


REVENUE LEGISLATION. 

The Chicagg revenue reform bill was in- 
troduced in the Legislature yesterday. It 
provides for an elective board of assessors 
to do the work done now by the town as- 
sessors, and for a board of review com- 
posed of the County Judge, City Controller, 
and County Treasurer. Ample time is 
given for. making the assessments, which 
must be printed for the information of 
property-owners. . : 

This measure does not agree in all re- 
spects with the suggestions made by the 
Governor in his message. He wishes to 
have a board of review, but would prefer 
to have it appointed by the County Judge. 

The Goverror does not recommend the 
creation of a board of assessors. It might 
be inferred that he favored the making of 
the assessments by town assessors, as at 
present, were it not that he recommends 
that the work of making the assessments 
begin on. Jan. 1, while the town as- 
sessors are chosen in April. 

The Governor recommends also that the 
law should be amended sc as to“ em- 
phatically say” that the Assessor “ shall 
swear each person to the assessment.” It 
is not known that the Chicago bill con- 
tains any such provision. The law as it 
stands reads: Persons required to list per- 
sonal property shall make out, under oath, 
and delfver to the Assessor,” a schedule 
of their personal property. If that pro- 
vision is disregarded now it will be disre- 
garded if put in more emphatic language. 

The Chicago revenue bill has been re- 
ferred to a committee. There is no neces- 
sity for keeping it there long. It shou!d be 
reported back without delay so that the 
members may go to work onit. It should 
be the first bill to be discussed by them. 


THE DEMOCRATIC PROTEST. 

The Democratic members of the General 
Assembly held a caucus night before last 
to decide on a policy. One of the House 
members proposed that the Democrats ab- 
sent themselves altogether, refuse to draw 
their per diem of $5, and thus manifest in the 
most emphatic way imaginable their dis- 
approval of the special session, 

But the other Democrats rejected this 
proposition unanimously and atonce. They 
took the ground that it was their duty to 
stay at Springfield “to watch the other 
fellows” and “thwart their schemes 
drawing $5 a day while doing so. In 
order to get as many dollars as they can 
the Democrats will keep the Legislature in 
session as long as possible, and then abuse 
the Republicans for having “ squandered 
so much money.” 

After having decided to stand by their per 
diem the Democrats adopted some resolu- 
tions in which they declared they “ believe 
this extraordinary session is contrary to 
the best interests of the taxpayers of the 


| revision of the assessment system in Chi- 


cugo. 

The Democrats assert also that the special 
session was called to make a partisan 
gerryniander of the State.” That is not 
true. It was called to repeal a partisan ger- 
rymander, under which the Republicans 
cannot carry the Legislature unless they 
carry the State by 60,000 majority. 

The Democrats declare also that the 
special session will “entail an expense 
upon the already overburdened taxpayers 
of more than 52,000 per day.” That ex- 
pense will be much reduced and the tax- 


| payers will be grateful if the Democrats 


decline to draw their per diem and do what 
they can to shorten the session instead of 
attempting to protract it. The General 
Assembly may be able to adjourn by Christ- 
mas if they behave themselves. 


HANNIS TAYLOR GIVES HIS VIEWS, 

Ex-Minister Hannis Taylor has commun- 
icated through the Associated Press his 
views in reference to that part of President 
McKinley’s annual message just delivered 
to Congress bearing on the Cubun question, 
Mr. Tayl@r’s opinions on the general sub- 
ject are already pretty fully known through 
his earlier articles, consequently there will 
be no occasion for surprise in being told 
that he takes sharp issue with (he conclus- 
ions reached by the President on the au- 
tonomy question. 

The ex-Minister’s chief contention is that 
the whole plan of autunomy offered by the 
Sagasta government is practically invalid 
because it is based on “a mere royal de- 
cree, unsupported by parliamentary ac- 
tion,” and therefore, as described by the 
late Spanish Minister of Justice, a pure- 
ly revolutionary proceeding in defiance of 
the Legislature.” In other words, he ar- 
gues that until the Cortes has acted favor- 
ably upon the plan it cannot be made ef- 
fective; and it is evident that he does not 
expect such a result, especially if the sham 
now tendered to the people of Cuba under 
the name of autonomy should be accepted 
and the insurgent forces disarm. The out- 
come would be simply a repetition of previ- 
ous frauds upon a deceived and eutraged 
people, deliberately perpetrated by the 
home government. ; 

But even should it be conceded that the 
Sagasta Cabinet has authority to give con- 
stitutional validity to its act—which he de- 
nies—Mr. Taylor insists that the home gov- 
ernment would still be able to render the 
whole scheme nugatory through the auto- 
cratic power vested in the Governor Gen- 
eral, who can crush out any and every act 
of the Colonial Legislature by the exercise 
of his veto, by refusing to “ sanction and 
proclaim” it, or by leaving it to be de- 
stroyed by the ministry at Madrid. 

However honest mav be the motives of 
the present Spanish Jabinet it cannot be 
denied that there is great force in these 
views of ex-Minister Taylor, backed up as 
they are by repeated examples of bad faith 
on the part of the Spanish government. 
Even if the Spanish Cortes should approve 
the scheme of autonomy as now submitted 
to the Cuban people, what assurance ia 
there that a new and reactionary adminis- 
tration might not proceed to undo all that 
the present administration has done or pro- 
poses to do and again place its foot on the 
necks of the Cuban people, as it has done 
before? Such a result would be consistent 
with the history of Spanish treachery in the 
past as well as with the experience of an 
oppressed and down-trodden people. 


GERMANY’S PIRATICAL SCHEMES, 

The government of Kaiser William 
seems to have set out on a line of policy 
designed to prove that it is dominated by 
the spirit of its egotistical and arrogant 
ruler. This has been strikingly illustrated 
by the course pursued within the last few 
days towards the little black republic of 
Llayti and the populous though helpless 
empire of China. In the case of the 
former, using the Lueders incident as a 
pretext and a couple of German war ves- 
sels as an argument, it has secured a com 
pliance with all its demands. There are 
reasons for believing that Lueders is a 
mere adventurer or impostor who claimed 
German citizenship for his own benefit, but 
it gave the Kaiser another opportunity to 
display his arrogant manners and parade 
under the divine right of Kings with en- 
tire safety, His comment upon the Haytians 
as “a contemptible crowd of negroes slight- 
ly inoculated with French civilization“ 
may give occasion for a few sharp retorts 
from the French press that will serve to 
increase his hatred of everything that has 
the stigma of French upon it. 

In China the Kaiser’s government is 
carrying things with the same “ high hand,” 
but with more deliberation because the 
country to be appropriated is larger. The 
report of the capture of the interior town 
of Kiao-Chou is confirmed, though reports 
are conflicting as to the character of the 
demands made upon the Chincse govern- 
ment for indemnity. Whatever these may 
be China will undoubtedly follow the ex- 
ample of Hayti by finally acceding, though 
this will scarely relieve it from the presence 
of the invader. Such a result would be 
an abandonment of the original object of 
tbe movement. 

The declaration coming from Pekin that 
no formal demand had been made for rep- 
aration on account of the murdered mis- 
sionaries before the seizure of Kiao-Chou 
Bay, sustains the conjecture already ex- 
pressed that the alleged murder was sim- 
ply regarded as a welcome pretext for 
geizing coveted territory. While it is as- 
serted that the Chinese government will 
never consent to the permanent occupation 
of the Shan-Tung Peninsula, it is doubtful 
if it will be able to prevent it unless backed 
in its protest by some other European 
power. If, however, the dismemberment 
of the empire between these powers has al- 


ready been resolved upon, this would seem 


to be merely the beginning of the end, with 
Germany in the opening act of the drama. 


Ir is generally known that the State of 
New York has been much embarrassed for 
the last two years by the operation of an 
amendment of the State constitution pro- 
hibiting the employment of convicts in com- 
petition with certain skilled industries 
similar to that in force in Illinois. Ace- 
cording to New York papers, however, the 
Superintendent of State Prisons has 
reached a solution of the matter by employ- 


certainly in favor of the law's continuance, be- 
cause it not only gives the 8,500 convicts in the 
State prisons all the work they can do, but it also 
makes the prisons self-supporting. 

If this statement be correct it would seem 
to solve the question of employment of con- 
vict labor in accordance with the law and 
to the advantage of the State, so far at least 
as New York is concerned. Why should 
not the State of Illinois make similar:pro- 
vision for the employment of its own labor 
in the manufacture of articles for use in 
departments and institutions which are 
supported at the State expense? 


Tun prospective appointment of Governor 
John W. Griggs of New Jersey to the posi- 
tion of Attorney General on, the promotion 
of Attorney General McKenna to a seat on 
the Supreme bench is now practically as- 
sured, and appears to meet with hearty com- 
mendation among those best acquainted 
with him. The New York Tribune speaks of 
him as a man of large capacity for public 
affairs, possessing a trained legal mind and 
a vast storehouse of mental energy.“ The 
Governor is a native of the State in which 
he now resides, born upon a farm forty-eight 
years ago, was educated at Lafayette College, 
where he graduated in 1868, was admitted to 
the bar in 1871, and in 1876 war elected to 
the Assembly, where he served two terms, 
later serving the same number of terms in 
the Senate. He was elected Governor in 
1895 by a plurality of nearly 27.000 votes, his 
term extending to January, 180. 


The Gold Standard. 

There is still a sedimentary deposit of fiat 
cranks, who think they are very smart and 
sarcastic, when they write as does the Jack- 
son (Mich.) Patriot, which says: 

It is very gratifying to know that The Tribune 
has discovered that the gold standard with its 
adjunct monopolies and trusts is hostile to the 
welfare of the people. 

How is the gold standard hostile to the 
welfare of the people? How is any man 
or woman working for wages injured by 
being paid in gold or money of its goodness 
and standard? If laboring people or busi- 
ness-men have gold standard money on de- 
posit in banks or loaned out at interest, in 
what way does it injure them to be paid back 
in as good money as they deposited? How 
would it benefit them to be paid back in free 
silver worth 40 cents on the dollar? The 
Jackson Patriot does not explain who would 
be benefited by being paid in bad, defective, 
fluctuating, half bogus money; nor does it 
explain how trusts and monopolies would 
be prevented by changing the currency from 
soundness to rottenness. 

The strange thing is his: Where does the 
Patriot find enough paying readers who 
believe in its political absurdities to support 
and keep it alive? However, it must not be 
forgotten that Coin Harvey found more 
readers, buyers, and believers of his hum- 
bug picture pamphlet in Michigan than in 
any other State, and next toit were Kansas, 
Nebraska, Missouri, Arkansas, und Georgia, 
in the order named. The last Presidential 
election showed, however, that the ridiculous 
delusion promulgated by the mountebank 
Harvey that tad money was better for the 
common people than good money, and that 
a currency which was rotten was more valu- 
able to a community than one that was 
sound, was dying out in Michigan. 


Goverament Notes vs. Bank Notes. 


The Bureau County Republican is pleased to learn 
that The Chicago Tribune has experienced a 
change of mind with reference to the issue of 
paper money. Until lately it has advocated the 
propriety of the retirement of the government's 
issue of paper money, or rather the government's 
promise to pay its notes on demand, and have all 
such issues made by the national banks. 

The theory formerly presented was that the 
present system of government notes gave specu- 
lators too large a privilege of demanding gold 
of the government for its paper promises to pay, 
and in that way often materially disturbing our 
gold reserve to the detriment of the financial 
interests of the country—as was evidenced during 
the last administration of President Cleveland, 
when the bonded indebtedness of the United States 
was „ increased to the extent of $263,- 


{Two hundred and three millions of this money 
has been spent to make good deficiencies of rev- 
enue.— Ed.] 3 

The Tribune has now completely changed 
its views on this question—and will hereafter favor 
the issue of government notes or promises to pay 
gold, as against the issue of national bank notes 
or promises to pay—on the theory that the people 
have greater confidence in the government than 
it is possible for them to have in the national 
notes, no matter how well they may be backed 
by gold reserves. Evidently there is much truth 
in this proposition. The government has the 
power to tax the people to make good deficiencies: 
the banks have no such power. The bonds of the 
government are backed by the power to levy 
and collect taxes for any lawful purposes; the 
banks have to depend upon the gold in hand and 


‘available, and oftentimes the most expert exam- 


ination cannot determine just how much this is. 

There are many men of many minds on this 
financial question, both in and out of Congress, 
and doubtless all but the 16 to 1 free silver coin- 
age advocates favor some solid gold standard 
system by which depositors and stockholders alike 
can be made absolutely safe, but whatever may 
be said about the government promises to pay, the 
people have more confidence in them than any 
other paper money ever invented in this country. 

EXPLANATION. 

THE TRIBUNE never would have favored a 
currency composed of national bank notes 
had it seen a simple, feasible plan of making 
the greenbacks redeemable in gold on de- 
mand of the holder under all circumstances. 
The fear that this would not be done was at 
the bottom of the panic of 1898, which caused 
this country so much distress and loss. Cap- 
italists thought the country was on the road 
to the silver basis and wanted to exchange 
their greenbacks for gold before it happened. 
A run began on the Treasury and did not 
stop until an enormous quantity of gold was 
paid out in the redemption of legal tender 
notes. 

Thecry was raised that the “endless chain“ 
reissue of redeemed greenbacks was the rea] 
cause of the possible failure of the govern- 
ment to redeem them. And as soon as it was 
found that Congress could flot be induced to 
break the chain then a widespread movement 
sprang up in commercial circles in favor of 
doing what was called “ taking the govern- 
ment out of the banking business —Wwith- 
drawing all the United States and Sherman 
notes and authorizing the national banks to 
substitute their notes for those of the gov- 
ernment, and to redeem them in gold on de- 
mand. Tue TRIBUNE fell in with this cur- 
rent the same as did hundreds of other jour- 
nals. But it is extremely doubtful if any of 
them made a careful study of the question. 
THE TRIBUNE saw, however, that the weak 
place in the government’s position was that 
the President and Secretary of the Treasury 
were.not authorized by the law to sell bonds, 
principal and interest payable in gold, for 
gold with which to redeem the greenbacks 
on demand in the world’s standard money, 
but could sell bonds payable in coin only. 
With such a man in the Presidential chair as 
Bryan that meant payable in silver, and that 
again meant in money worth less than 50 
cents on the dollar in gold.. But, again, how 
were the banks going to redeem their notes 
in gold when their security bonds, lodged 
with the Treasury depa ent for the re- 
demption of the notes, d not be gold 
bonds, but coin bonds, which, under a 
“silver” administration, would be wortl 


the best course to take. Tun Trisuns con- 
cluded that the shortest and best road to 
take was to try and persuade Congress to 


to replenish the redemption fund. Indeed it 


would not be necessary to sell any bonds 


which would be added permanently to the 
national debt, as the intelligent reader can 
see. By the plan here very briefly sketched 
an endless golden chain is kept going round. 
First, a reserve of gold in the Treasury—and 
there is now more than 100 millions there 
to start with. Then a stream of gold re- 
deemable greenbacks—most of the time a 
small stream—going to the Treasury for re- 
demption. Then those redeemed notes be- 
ing paid out again in the purchase of gold 
bonds, then those gold bonds being sold to 
the public at their market price for gold, and 
thus replenishing the gold reserves in the 
Treasury. 

Now, here we have got a monetary condi- 
tion with the whole credit and resources of 
the government supporting it, capable of re- 
sisting and defying any currency panic that 
could possibly be started or break out. It 
would place the currency of the government 
where it could resist the power of wind, 
water, fire, and also earthquakes. 

The Bureau County Republican can now 
understand the reasons which caused Tun 
TRIBUNE to prefer a credit currency of 
legal tender government notes redeemable 
in gold under all circumstances to non-legal 
tender bank notes which might or might not 
Stand a general demand for gold redemp- 
tion. It would depend on whether the banks 
could withstand runs by their depositors, for 
if they could not then their redemption bonds 
would be sold to redeem their notes, and in 
that case the national banks would go into 
liquidation and pass out of existence.

Representative Hitt of Illinois introduced 
a similar bill in the House. This measure 
supplements the diplomatic negotiations 
which have been going on for some time be- 
tween the United States, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia, and Japan. It is expected that this step 
by the United States will have a salutary 
effect on the negotiations now in progress 
with Great Britain and Canada. 

Mr. Allen [Neb.] presented a resolution 
declaring it to be the sense of the Senate 
that Congress should, with all due and con- 
venient speed, acknowledge by appropriate 
act the political independence of Cuba. Mr. 
Allen said he had long urged the United 
States to recognize the independence of the 
Cuban insurgents. He would not be content 
with the recognition of belligerency, but 
would insist upon the acknowledgment of 
absolute political liberty. He was satisfied 
the people would not be content with the 
course advised by the administration. In- 
asmuch as the Cubans for more than two 
years on many battlefields had demonstrated 
their valor and love for liberty, he felt they 
had earned a recognition of their political 
liberty, and that it ought to be accorded to 
them without further temporizing. lf neces- 
sary this recognition should be backed by 
a fleet of American vessels in Cuban waters. 
He expressed a belief that the owners of 
Spanish bonds in this country, American 
citizens holding property in Cuba which had 
been injured or destroyed by the insurgents, 
and the carrying trade of the country, which 
might be affected by such a step, had joined 
to prevent the recognition of Cuba’s political 
independence. 0 

Mr. Allen expressed the belief that Presi- 
dent McKinley's statement in his message, 
that the recognition of the belligerency of 
the Cuban insurgents is now unwise, ani 
therefore inadmissible, would be a great dis- 
appointment to the members of the Repub- 
lican party throughout the United States. 
The national convention of that party had 
declared in favor of the independence of 
Cuba, going farther than the simple recog- 
nition of belligerency. He thought the Presi- 
dent was under obligations to carry out the 
pledge which his party had made—a pledge 
which had been made to 73,000,000 of people. 
The President, Mr. Allen thought, had been 
lulled to sleep by the declaration of Spain 
that she would give Cuba a semi-political 
existence. He expressed the belief that the 
President’s neglect to take such action as 
would insure the political independence of 
Cuba was an exhibition of rank hypocrisy ”’ 
and a “flagrant neglect of public duty“ 
which would be corrected by the all-ruling 
power in his own good time. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Allen's remarks 
Mr. Hoar [Mass.] presented a resolution 
expressing the regret of the Senate at the 
news of the death of Representative Ashley 
B. Wright of Massachusetts, and providing 
for an adjournment as a further mark of 
respect. 


OBJECT TO COMMITTEE BIDS. 


English Holders of Reorganization 
Certificates Would Upset the Re- 
cent Union Pacific Sale. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—The following 
telegram has been reccived bythe Attorvey 
General from Robinsun & Leslie, a firm of 
London accountants, acting for a group of 
holders of Union Pacific Reorganization 
committee’s certificates for Union Pacific 
stockholders: 

We notify the government that the com- 
mittee's bid involves a departure from the 
terms of its trust under the trust agreement 
declared Jan. 26, pursuant to which stock- 
holders paid nearly $9 000,000. The commit- 
tee was not permitted to issue more than 
$75,000,000 in bonds for the purchase of both 
the Union and the Kansas Pacific. Under 
the bid for the Union Pacific alone that pur- 
chasing issue is practically consumed, thus 
violating the trust tothestockholders. This 
substantial deviation from the conditions 
of the purchasing trust invalidates the bid. 
Therefore, the government is notified to 
hold the moneys received or receivable as 
trustee, under the committee’s trust and not 
as the property of the government.“ 


This notice, with the accompanying docu- 
ment, has been lodged with the United States 
Consul General in London. 

„I have received no telegram from Lon- 


don, oc any other place,“ said Sccretary 
Gage, regarding the disposition of the 
Union Pacific funds. I have seen the dis- 
patches in the papers that somebody in Lon- 
don was intending to protest, but that is all 
I know about it. We should certainly pay 
no attention to any such protest. The syn- 
dicate which has bought the road owns nine- 
tenths of the stock, arid ft has fulfilled all its 
obligations to the government and paid off 
our lien on the road. Nobody has any right 
to protest against the payment to the gov- 
ernment and it is nobody’s business what the 
government does with the money. We have 
not dealt with the individual stockholders, 
but only with a syndicate of gentlemen who 
have bought up the government claim and 
they now represent ali the interest the gov- 
ernment had in the road.“

Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—The Ministers

After 
dinner W. Caryl Ely, Director General of 
the Pan-American Exposition, explained 
the plan and scope of the enterprise in an 
informal manner.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—A paper was 
circulated in the House of Representatives 
today with a view to bringing about a con- 
ference of those members favoring a change 
in the present civil service system, The pa- 
per was handled by Representative Pearson 
of North Carolina and received numerous 
signatures. The purpose, it is understood, 
is to make the conference non-partisan in 
its character and to extend it outside of 
the membership of the Civil Service commit- 
tee, as some of the men most active in urg- 
ing a revision of the law are not on this 
committee. General Grosvenor af Onio is 
among these. He approved the plan of a 
conference of those interested in the sub- 
ject and it is likely to be held at an early 


day.

WHEAT GOES UP TO $1.01. 


DECEMBER TOUCHES THAT FIGURE 
AND CLOSES AT $1.00}. 


Net Gain of Two Cents Is Recorded on 
the Board of Trade—Shorts Are Un- 
asy and Shocked at the Spring Re- 
ceipts in Minneapolis and Duluth— 
Competition Keen in Other Markets 
May Delivery Touches Ninety-one 


Cents. 


December wheat in Chicago yesterday was 
quotable at $1, or higher, during the great- 
er part of the Board of Trade session. On 
two previous days it touched $1. Yester- 
day it sold at $1.01, and closed at 81.00. 
The net gain of the day was 2 cents. 

Perhaps the most conspicuous buying was 
by Carrington-Hannah, a commission house 
and elevator concern. The shorts are un- 
easy and there were few crumbs of com- 
fort for them in yesterday's announcement. 
The fact that ancient history regarding old- 
time corners is being dug up is evidence that 
the trade believes that the deal which was 
abandonded in July and September is going 
through on schedule this month. The 
shorts have been taking as much consolation 
as possible out of the belief that the bulls 
will delay the squeeze as long as possible. 
A sustained dollar market has a way of 
attracting winter wheat from unsuspected 
quarters in Indiana. 


Shock to the Shorts. 


The spring wheat receipts posted yester- 
day in Minneapolis and Duluth were a shock 
to the shorts. For the first time in weeks 
the receipts at these two points, which have 
been running away' over last year’s level, 
showed a falling off. The spring wheat 
movement has been a surprise to the best 
posted people in the trade and the showing 
today may put a new aspect on things. 

The feeling yesterday was that the corner 
had been turned and that the predicted 
shutting off in supplies would follow. With 
the phenomenal and sustained export de- 
mand the hope of heavy receipts continuing 
has been about the only leg left for the 
December shorts to. stand on. 

The competition at other markets for cash 
wheat is keen, the advance at Minneapolis 
and St. Louis being as great as in December 
here. With the prospect of moving out 
Chicago wheat the position of the December 
shorts is not much different from that of 
shorts in May. 


Difference in Time and Price. 


A little difference of time and price and the 
Argentine possibilities are about all that 
the May shorts can argue. The May 
buying yesterday was in part by shorts and 
in part by people finally convinced that high- 
er prices are warranted. The May delivery 
touched 91 cents. 

Aside from the falling off in spring wheat 
receipts the further confirmation of French 
requirements and a surprising showing of 
available supplies were important considera- 
tions. The dispatches indicate that all 
the Duluth wheat will get here. One small 
cargo got in yesterday. The effect of this 
wheat will not be important if the export 
demand keeps up. 

The gossip is now about the Minneapolis 
wheat. Dispatches Tuesday made Armour 
a buyer of anywhere from 100,000 to 500,000 
A dispatch yesterday intimated 
that he was making desperate efforts to get 
hold of wheat. 


Armour’s Position a Conundrum. 


Armour’s people here say that they have 
not bought 60,000 bushels all told. The 
position of Armour is one of the conundrums. 
If he is still a big short, as many assert, he 
is following tactics different from those of 
the other elevator people. He talks of 
$1.25 for May asa probability. He has al- 
ways claimed to be in sympathy with the 
clique. He is not antagonizing the bulls 
and he is not enlarging on the receipts and 
the effect of the arrivals of Duluth wheat. 
He claims to be doing an ebevator business 
pure and simple. 

The situation from a warehouseman’s 
standpoint is easily seen when it is remem- 
bered that December wheat, which sold 
yesterday at 10 cents premium over May, 
sold a year ago at 3% cents premium. 


WHEAT WILL BE HARD TO GET. 


Armour and Peavey Buying Immense 
Quantities for Storage and Ship- 
ment to Chicago. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 8.—[Special. ]— 
The cash wheat market was stronger today 
than for a month past. Wheat in any shape 
met with an anxious buyer. All sorts of 
prices were freely paid for grades under No. 
1 Northern, No. 1 Northern sold mostly at 
three cents premium over May. Receipts 
here were 543 cars; shipments, ninety-seven 
cars. It is generally predicted here that a 
great deal more than 500,000 bushels of 
wheat will go out of here for the Armour 
elevators, that this wheat will find its way 
into the bull clique control, and, beginning 
early in the year, that it will be forwarded 
to Europe. It is certain that wheat is being 
loaded here for Chicago, and extra cars have 
been sent in here to supply the demand, but 
it is largely guess work. 

There are 3,170,000 bushels of No. 1 North- 
ern wheat in store in Minneapolis, and Du- 
luth is practically exhausted. The daily re- 
ceipts in Minneapolis continue to be large, 
and it seems to be vaguely assumed that 
supplies will continue to turn up at the crit- 
ical moment. The trade has been assure 1 
time and again that this large movement 
would cease, and as a consequence many 
have lost heart in this direction. 

Today, however, a strong demand for 
nearby delivery caused a revulsion of specs 
ulative feeling, and the operators are com- 
mencing to consider the possibilities of the 
trade in relation to supply and demand in 
the early months of 1898. That F. H. Peavey 
believes wheat is going to be hard to get is 
shown by the fact that he is receiving 
on deliveries at least 100,000 bushels a day. 

Lansing, ich., Dec. 8,—[Special.]—The 
average condition of wheat in the State Dec. 
1 was 88 per cent of condition in average 
years. This is 3 per cent lower than last 
year. From the statements of correspond- 
ents in the southern counties, where 8 per 
cent of the crop is grown, it is elear that the 
fields in that section are unusually spotted, 
the plant has made small growth, and docs 
not cover the ground as in average years. 
Wheat sowed early on thoroughly well cul- 
tivated ground is in nearly full average con- 
dition, But a large percentage of Michigan 
wheat was sowed late on ground that it 
was impossible to properly fit owing to its 
extremely dry condition. No small amount 
of seed lay in the ground a long time before 
germinating, and some ot it has never ger- 
minated. The warm, wet weather of No- 
vember was exceptionally fayorable and of 
marked benefit, but it was then too late for 
wheat to make its usual fall growth.

Lady Henry Somerset’s position re- 
garding this law was pronounced by the four 
first named women to be that of an advocate 
of an odious and deeply immoral system of 
licensing vice.

This 
resulted in Lady Henry’s resignation, which 
was not accepted, from the leadership of the 
British Women’s Temperance association.

The train ieft 
Pittsburg at 6:58 a. m. and arrived in Chi- 
cago at 5 o’clock p. m., making the 468 miles 
in 602 minutes. The same train left Chicago 
at b a. m., reaching Pittsburg at 6:25 p. m., 
in 565 minutes, making the eastward run 
thirty-seven minutes faster than the west- 
ward run, which breaks all previous records. 

The results are highly satisfactory to the 
officials. A full report of all the incidents 
of the trip will be made to Fresident Thom- 
sor of Philadelphia for his decision, which 
will probably reduce the time of the iimited 
four hours, making it a twenty-hour train, 
which is faster than ever before attempted. 
Speed recorders were used, and the resist- 
ance of each ascending grade was carefully 
noted. The minutes lost in stopping for 
crossings of other railways, changing en- 
gines at Crestline, stops to take water, will 
also be features of the report. 

The fastest spurts were between Liverpool 
and Clark Junction, eight and one-tenth 
miles, seven minutes; between Wheeler and 
Valparaiso, six and eight-tenths miles, 
mostly up grade, in six minutes; between 
Chicago and Hamlet, fifty-seven miles, in 
fifty-five minutes, being the best long-dis- 
tance run of the entire trip. The train car- 
ried a party of officers of the road.

CLAYTON’S ASSASSIN UNNAMED 
Alabama Officials Decline to Make Pub- 


lic the Identity of the Murderer of 
the Arkansas Judge. 


Little Rock, Ark., Dec. 8.—[{Specia!.]—After 
all, there may be some foundation of truth in 
the report which has.of late been so thor- 
oughly ventilated in the press that the mur- 
derer of John M. Clayton is now a convict 
serving a life sentence in Georgia. Sheriff 
Clary of Bradley County, Ala., is in the city 
and says that he knows a former Georgian 
who is familiar with the facts and who states 
positively that a former Arkansan convicted 
in Georgia made a confession and that he is 
now serving time there. 

Stronger than this or the indefinite state- 
ments of Luther Akin is the information 
contained in a letter received today by Chief 
of Police McMahon from a prominent law 
firm in Rome,Ga. These lawyers defended the 
unnamed convict when he was convicted in 
Georgia, and to them he imparted the story 
of his Arkansas crime. The letter contains 
the man’s name and the full details of this 
most mysterious murder, which has for 
nearly ten years baffled all attempts at solu- 
tion. For reasons best known to himself, 
however, Chief McMahon declines to give 
the contents of the letter for publication 
until he can work out certain details which 
he believes will insure the punishment of 
Clayton's murderer. It is said that the man 
is well known in Conway County and also 
to many people in Little Rock. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Real estate men who are members of the Under- 
writers’ association as brokers are filing vigor- 
ous objections with the secretary over an agree- 
ment they are asked to sign to eliminate from all 
blanks, mortgages, deeds of trust, leases, appli- 
cations for loans, and other documents any clause 
regarding the cogtrol of the insurance, It is the 
custom of the real estate dealers to include in their 
documents in a transaction a provision that they 
be given the control of placing the insurance. 
They receive the regular brokers’ commission and 
are able to make this source of income quite an 
item in the course of a year. They are required 
to pay a fee of $25 annually to the association in 
order to receive the commissions. They regard the 
present order as arbitrary and unnecessary. They 
say it will be easy to evade the agreement by 
making the arrangements with their clients as 
to the control of the insurance by a mutual under- 
standing if not in writing. The secretary of the 
association forwarded the agreements to be signed 
by the brokers with the statement that its exe- 
cution must be considered the condition precedent 
to the renewal of your license as a broker in this 
association.’’ 

The agreement, which is a part of the new con- 
stitution of the board, is as follows: 

hereby agree to eliminate from all 

blanks, mortgages, deeds of trust, leases, appli- 

cation for loans and other documents any and 

all conditions authorizing to place or pro- 

cure insurance on property on which may 

either as principal or agent loan money, excepting 

such clause as may be necessary to authorize 

to place such insurance in case of failure 

on the part of the owner or mortgagor to procure 
such insurance.“

LAKE SHIPPING NEWS. 


Minimum Rates, 


CLEVELAND. O., Dec. 8.—An important meet- 
ing of lake vesselmen has been called to meet 
here rext Wednesday to consider a revision of the 
by-laws of the Lake Carriers’ association, which 
will give that organization the right to fix mini- 
mum rates for the transportation of freight next 
season. The meeting will formally be that of the 
Finance committee of the Lake Carriers, but will 
be really a general conference of vesselmen to con- 
sider what means can be taken to stop the re- 
markable decline in freight rates on account of 
deeper water and the construction of larger ships. 
As at present organized the Lake Carriers’ as30-, 
ciation cannot take action in fixing freight rates. 
Three years ago the test was made to take up the 
question outside of the association, but it went to 
pleces. There is said to wide divergence of 
opinion among vesselmen as to the practicability 
of such a course at the present time. Many who 
opposed such a combination three years ago are 
now said to be heartily in favor of it, as their ex- 
perience during the L season has shown that 
if they rely wholly upon the law of supply and de- 
mand the profits of their floating praperty are 
gone. It is believed here that such an a endment 
to the constitution will be adopted, and then the 
main fight will come at the annual meeting of the 
association in Detroit next January.

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FIRM GOES TO THE WALL. 


HORTON, GILMORE, M’WILLIAMS & 
CO. HAVE FAILED. 


Illinois Trust and A Bank Named 
as Assignee—Liabilities Estimatcd 
at $218,000 and Assets at $300,000— 
Stock Had Already Been Sold to 

- Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co— 
Attorney Flower Says the Transfer 
Will Help the Creditors. 


After an existence of twelve years as one 
of the largest wholesale hardware houses 
in the West, the firm of Horton, Gilmore, 
McWilliams & Co. yesterday passed into th 
hands of the Illinois Trust and Savings 
Bank as assignee. The statement filed in the 
County Court estimated ‘the liabilities at 
$210,000 and the assets at $300,000. The lat- 
ter consist of $150,000 in outstanding ac- 
counts and the sum received from the sa“ 
on Monday to Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & 
Co., of the company’s stock. The purchase 
price is 75 cents on the dollar, according to 
the inventory now being taken, and to be 
completed not later than Jan. 20, which is 
expected to realize at least $125,000. 

This action, it is said, was taken because 
the members of the firm preferred to dispose 
of the stock under their personal supervis- 
ion, thinking it would realize more tlan if 
sold through an assignee. 

The officers of the insolvent corporation 
are William Gilmore, President; J. Newton 
Cole, Vice President; James W. McWilliams, 
Secretary and Treasurer. 


Attorney Flower’s Statement. 


Attorney James M. Flower, whose firm has 
represented the corporation for years, sald: 

„The entire stock of the corporation has 
been soft to Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & 
Co. and the property delivered. The sale 
was made on Monday and the proceeds will 
be turned over to the assignee as soon as the 
inventory has been compiete l. By this ac- 
tion the creditors will be directly benefited, 
as by a direct sale to a whoicsuie nouse a 
better price was obtained for the stock than 
could possibly have been obtained by any 
assignee. The corporation expects to pay 
100 cents on the dollar in the course of the 
administration of the estate. Ever since 
the late panic the house has been doing 
a losing business and the obligations have 
reached that point where they could not 
be taken care of as they matured. In order 
to prevent any preferences and the possible 
waste of the estate the present action was 
decided upon.”’ 


Doors of the Concern Closed. 


As soon asthe assignment was madein the 
County Court the doors of the concern were 
closed, and a custodian was placed at the 
front entrance who refused admittance to 
all visitors. Customers of the concern who 
desired to make purchases were referred to 
the house of Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & 
Co., while large signs had been previously 
placed in the windows announcing the sale 
of the stock to that concern. 

The encroachment into the hardware busi- 
ness by concerns engaged in other lines 
has affected the general hardware trade to 
a large extent lately, and the insolvent con- 
cern suffered from this cause. For twelve 
years the corporation has been in business 
in Lake street, in its present location, and 
it probably had the largest city trade of 
any of the wholesale hardware houses in 
business here. It was the successor of the 
old firm of William Blair & Co., one of the 
pioneers in the hardware business in Chi- 
cago. With the assignment the firm ce d 
business permanently, and it was annou 
that it would not resume. : 


Another Business Purchased. 


It will be recalled that about four weeks 
ago John Alling & Co., 53 Lake street, also 
sold out their stock and good will to Hibbard, 
Spencer, Bartlett & Co. and retired from 
business. 

Horton, Gilmore, McWilliams & Co. and 
John Alling & Co. were the two oldest inthe 
‘business in this city. Their retirement 
leaves Edwin Hunt’s Sons the pioneer estab- 
lishment. 

In the purchase of John Alling & Co.’s busi- 
ness no stated price was paid. The stock 
was bought on inventory and the final price 
has not yet been ascertained. Mr. Alling 
groposed the sale to A. C. Bartlett and his 
offer was accepted without delay. Mr: Alling 
simply stated his firm desired to retire. 


FILE SUIT AGAINST THE CITY. 


Land Tunnel Contractors Want a 
Change in Specifications—Mu- 
nicipal Gossip. 


Weir, McKechney & Co., the contractors 
for section 3 of the new Northwest land tun- 
nel, yesterday began in the Circuit Court an 
assumpsit suit against the city for $68,000, 
and at the same time a bill was filed in the 
Superior Court by them asking that the 
original contract with the city for the work 
on the land tunnel be reformed. The con- 
tractors base their demand on the fact that 
before they accepted the contract they were 
informed by the City Engineer that they 
would encounter only soft soil in making the 
excavations. This information, they say, 
was wrong, and the work had not progressed 
far when they encountered rock. The con- 
tractors. ask the court to order the city to 
so alter the supplementary contract that 
certain clauses embodied in it will be also 
embodied in the original contract.

LEA Cors THE ICE. 


John Schwinnen Commits 
Suicide in Lincoln Park. 


LEAPS FROM HIGH BRIDGE 


Breaks Through the Gelid Cov- 
ering the Lagoon. 


— 


DEATH FOLLOWS AT ONCE. 


Aged John Schwinnen, out of work and 
despondent, jumped from the high bridge,to 
the frozen surface of the Lincoln Park 
lagoon yesterday and broke his way through 
to death {n the cold waters. 

The suicide occurred at 3 o’clock, and it 
was nearly an hour afterward before the 
park police, assisted by the men from the 
Halsted Street Station, could break their 
way out through the ice to the spot where 
the man’s feet stuck out above the ice and 
marked the spot where his lifeless body 
hung. He had dropped, head foremost, 
seventy-eight feet from near the center of 
the huge arch. 

Two men saw him fall. One of them had 
talked with him as he started up the ap- 
proach to the bridge, and to him he called as 
he climbed upon the railing and poised for 
the daring plunge into the ice-covered la- 
goon. He had spoken cheerily to M. Becker, 
with whom he had fished in the lagoon and 
the lake all summer, and then walked upon 
the bridge to take his life. Becker saw him 
fall, and another bystander, Charles Os- 
wald, saw his body strike the ice and partly 
disappear beneath it. 


Had Been Out of Work. 


Schwinnen was the head of a large family 
and lived at 18 Sullivan street. He was a 
housemover by trade, but had had no steady 
employment for more than a year and none 
of any sort since last July. He had provided 
food for his wife and children by fishing 
during the summer, but the winter had come 
on, shutting off this sort of food, and with 
it had come the necessity for fuel and heav- 
ier clothing, which he found himself unable 
to supply. There was no hope in the future. 
He was 62 years old, and every day lessened 
his chance of securing employment and 
weakened his ability to provide for those 
who looked to him for food and life. 

So in the afternoon he started across the 
half-frozen ground of the park toward his 
old fishing ground in the lake. He saw the 
large cakes of broken ice covering the la- 
zoon and at the center of the great arch, 
over which the pleasure-seeking throngs 
surged gayly all summer, he paused. 

He had left his old fishing companion but 
a moment before and his remark, ‘‘You can’t 
catch any fish today,“ together with the ice, 
reminded him of his inability to provide for 
his family. He was out of money and ouc 
of work. He climbed upon the rail, shouted 
to Becker, who was walking down below, 
and dived head foremost off the bridge. 


His Head Strikes the Ice. 


His head struck the ice, broke through the 
rotten surface, and his body slipped through 
after it. His legs swung over the hoie as 
he fell and held the quiet form which was 
stunned with the snock of the fall. There 


was a gash on his left temple, and his whole 


head was bruised by the force of the blow, 
but death undoubtedly came by drowning. 

Word was sent to the park police, but be- 
fore they had succeeded in securing the body 
the patrol wagon from the Halsted Street 
Station had come on the report that the 
high bridge had been the #cene of another of 
They tied ropes together 
and with a grappling hook swinging at the 
end went to the center of the bridge. hey 
fastened the hook in the man’s trousers and 
tied the rope to the bridge so that the body 
would not slip through. A boat was (hen 
brought from the boathouse, and in it the 
officers forced their way out through the 
ice from the east side of the lagoon and re- 
covered the body. 

The body was taken to William Poth's 
undertaking establishment, 860 North Hal- 
sted street, where it was identified by Nicho- 
las Wallenborn, a saloonkeeper, Sedgwick 
street and Beethoven place, as that of his 
brother-in-law. He said that the man had 
been talking about ending his life for some 


time. 
Family Is Notified. 


The police notified his family after the 
identification had been made. The first clew 
to the identity of the suicide was the name 
John Schwinnen, 306 Sedgwick street, writ- 
ten in a memorandum book in the coat pock- 
et. The name was found to be correct and 
the address the place where he had lived up 
to two months ago. He had moved from 
there because he could not afford to pay the 
rent of $10 a month. 

The body was dressed in a worn suit of 
clothes and poor boots. There was a plush 
cap on the head and about the collarless 
throat was a cotton muffler. A silver watch 
was found, which had not even been stepped 
by the shock or the cold water. 

Th® man’s friends say that he has been 
despondent for several months owing to his 
inability to find work. He had several small 
children, and his old age made the thought 
of his inability to provide for them more 
keen. He had never spoken of suicide to 
any except his brother-in-law. 


WORK ON OMAHA’S BIG SHOW. 


Buildings for the Transmississippi 
Exposition Rapidly Being 
Finished. 


Omaha, Neb., Det. 8.—Work on the build- 
ings at the exposition grounds has been 
pushed more rapidly than was expected, the 
pleasant weather of the open winter so far 
enabling contractors to make surprisingly 
great progress. 

The liberal arts building, although it was 
begun late, promises to be sooner completed 
than other buildings which. were begun 
earlier. The manufacturers’ building is 
likely to be completed in a short time now. 
Almost all the staff is on, even to the orna- 
mentations. Next to this structure the ad- 
ministration arch is nearest completion. 

The mines and mining building is also 
about ready for its white coat. A number 
of roof girders have been put in place on the 
machinery building, and the roofing is be- 
ing commenced. The same isthe casein the 
agricultural building. On the former also 
the staff contractors have commenced t) 
put in place the staff. 

The walls of the government building will 
soon be commenced. The piling is about 
completed and the wall girders are being 
erected. All the timber for this structure, 
some fifteen carloatis, has arrived in the 
city, and eight of them are being unloaded 
on the grounds. 


MRS. CAMPBELL NOT MURDERED 


Missing Woman Appears at the Hyde 
Park Police Station to Correct 
an Error. 


The appearance of Mrs. Louise William 
Campbell at the Hyde Park Police Station 
yesterday morning put an end to the work 
of the detectives who had her husband 
locked up at the Stanton Avenue Station on 
suspicion of being her murderer. 

“I hear that I'm dead,“ said Mrs. 
Campbell, and I’ve just come in to tell 
you that while, he didn’t murder me he 
treated me fo brutally that I had to leave 
him. I’m going to swear out a warrant for 
his arrest on a charge of assault.” “ 

She said that she had read of her sup- 
posed murder in the newspapers and had re- 
ported to save trouble for the police and not 
for her husband.

QUESTION TO BE DECIDED BY THE 
LABOR CONVENTION. 


American Federation Delegates wil 


Meet in Nashville, Tenn., om Dec. 13 
Mary Precipitate Universal Strike 
on May 1, 1898, for Shorter Work 
Day—Result of Contest in England 
of Grave ‘Importance Here—Chica so 


Men Who Will Attend. — . 


The seventeenth annual convention of the 
American Federation of Labor, which meets 
at Nashville, Tenn., on Monday, Dec. 13, 
is expected to prove the most important 
occasion in the history of the organization. 

The convention must decide for or against 
the proposed general movement for an eight- 
hour workday on May 1, 1898. There is a 
strong sentiment in favor of decisive action. 
Labor leaders of national reputation con- 


, cede that the struggle now on in England 


between the trades unionists and the Em- 
ployers’ association over the adoption of 
the eight-hour workday must decide the 
future cf the labor movement in this coun- 
try as well as in England. It is feared the 
big fight in London may precipitate a sim- 
ilar struggle in this country such as the 
labor leaders have sought to avoid or post- 
pone for several years. 


Gompers Against Hasty Move. 


President Gompers and his closest advisers 
have heretofore favored a plan of gradual 
enforcement of the shorter workday. Last 
year it was decided to pick out one of the 
strongest national trade unions to make the 
fight in 1898. Several organizations were 
anxious to attempt it. Among the candi- 
dates was the International Association of 
Machinists, which embraces the same trades 
now fighting for shorter hours in England. 

President James O’Connell of the American 
Machinists is First. Vice President of the 
American Federation of Labor and the log- 
ical candidate for President to succeed Sam- 
uel Gompers. Mr. O'Connell is outspoken in 
favor of a general movement for an eight 
hour workday next spring. . 


O’Connell Declares Himself. 


He declared himself yesterday and says he 
will go to Nashville and try his best to 
bring it about. He says conditions are as 
favorable as they ever will be, and longer 
delay will only endanger success. The fight 
could be carried on in conjunction with the 
present struggle in England. Defeat in 
England, he says, means defeat here, and 
the existence of the labor movement depends 
on the outcome of the international fight for 
a. universal shorter work day. 

Some of the delegates favor waiting until 
the English workmen’s fight is settled before 
making a move. Many of the strongest 
unions affiliated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor have already secured an eight- 
hour day and have commenced an agitation 
for still shorter hours. 


Other Matters of. Import. 


Outside of the eight hour movement there 
are many important questions to be decided 
by the convention. The Chicago delegation 
is split as usual. by internal factional 
fights which will take up considerable of 
the time of the convention. James Bren- 
nock, the delegate from the Chicago Feder- 
ation of Labor, will have to fight for his 
seat. The Chicago delegation will be larger 
than at any former convention.

To Extend Packers“ Boycott. 


The latter goes as a member of a special 
committee of which William Jones is 
chairman, appointed by thegChicago Federa- 
tion of Labor and the ullding Trades 
Council for the purpose of pushing the boy- 
cott against the Armours and Nelson Mor- 
ris & Co. The committee has collected 
sworn testimony of men employed in the 
Stock Yards, together with affidavits of 
medical men and chemists concerning the 
sanitary conditions in the Stock Yards. It 
is proposed to ask the convention to provide 
means for carrying the fight against the 
packers into the trades unions of Europe, 
and particularly in England and Germany. 

The engineers and boxmakers have 
grievances against the big packers, and 
both “organizations have been spending 
money freely to advertise the boycott. 

Since boycotts havé been declared illegal in 
the courts the trades unionists have found 
another weapon for fighting large corpora- 
tions. ° 

It is proposed to attack sanitary condi- 
tions with expert testimony and make all 
the capital possible out of the actual con- 
ditions found. It is claimed the product of 
many large concerns would not stand the 
test of careful analysis for disease germs. — 

T. J. Elderkin of Chicago will introduce a 
esolution against the proposed annexation 
be Hawaii. He also has a plan to provide for 
a greater source of revenue for the federa- 
tion to raise a fight fund in anticipation ofa 
general strike for an eight-hour day.
